_ Washington, January 23.—(Special.)— 
A majority of the democratic senators 
will vote for the ratification of the Pan- 
ama treaty unless. the investigation 
Which the democrats demand discloses 
something which, in their judgment, will 
make such action on. their part impossi- 
ble. 

Steps toward such investigatio were 
taken at the caucus of democratic sena- 
tors today. At this, an agreement was 
reached that senators will not express 
themselves one way or the other upon 
the treaty until after all the information 
ealled for has been received. In the dis- 
the 
Panama, question; which consumed the 
time of the caucus, the attitude of the 
individual senators was made clear, and 
the pool showed as indicated above. 

. At the same time it was made clear 
that the democratic senators will act 
together in preventing a vote upon the 
treaty until they are satisfied that their 
Investigation has brought out all the facts 
bearing upon the secession of Panama 
and the aid rendered the secession move- 
ment by this government or any of its 
officials. Whether the question of the 
final vote upon the treaty shall be made 
a subject for caucus consideration, with 
a purpose of binding the senators one 
way or the other, was left for determi- 
nation later. , 

More Light Wanted. 

-Senators who expressed themselves as 
for or against the treaty at this time, 
generally qualified their declarations 
that they would so _ vote. 
unless bound by caucus action. 

On Monday there will be presented to 
the senate resolutions calling upon the 
president to furnish the senate with every 
fact and circumstance that will throw 
light upon the Panama situation, and 
directing the committee on foreign rela- 
tions to make a thorough investigation 
into the actions of Senor Don Bunau- 
Varilla before the secession, with special 
reference to certain alleged cablegrams 
he sent from New York and Baltimore, 
after he had been to Washington, fn 
which he !s understood to have notified 
the leaders in the secession movement 
that American warships might be ex- 
pected on the Atlantic and Pacific sides 


‘ of the isthmus within a specified time; 


also into cablegrams he is said to have 
eent Paris bearing upon the same sub- 
ject. 

The resolution calling upon the presi- 
dent for further information will embody 
a request for all correspondence with 
governments or individuals concerning 
the Hay-Herran treaty, as well as the 
Hay-Varilla treaty.

It was determined to ap- 
point a special committee to draft reso- 
lutions embodying a call upon the proper 
officials of the government to formulate 
some plan to assist in the adjustment 
This will set forth

sult of democratic agitation of the Pan- 
ama question; that In view of the pro- 
posed expenditure of hundreds of mil- 
Jions of dollars by this government upon 
the isthmus it is vitally necessary that 
the differences between Colombia and 
Panama should be adjusted in order that 
this government may have the good will 
and friendship of both of those govern- 
ments, 
Roosevelt is Denounced. 

Almost all of those present took part 
in the discussion at one time or another. 
Some of those senators who will vote 
for the treaty were as strong in their 


of the actions of President | 
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Roosevelt as those who are against the 
treaty. 

Senator Money, for one, was bitter in 
his denunciation of the administration’s 
actions, but he said that, in view of the 
strong canal sentiment of the people of 
his state, and as the recognition of Pan- 
ama by the gavernments of the world 
settled the independence of that coun- 
try, he would vote for ratification. This 
brought a hot retort from Senator Black- 
burn, of Kentucky, who expressed his 
surprise at the attitude of the senator 
from Mississippi. He likened the will- 
ingness to condone the president’s acts 
to receiving the stolen goods, saying he 
would not stultify himself in any such 
way. 

While today’s caucus showed that the 
democrats will stand together in pre- 
venting a vote before the information 
called for has been received, it also set- 
tled beyond question, unless the proposed 
investigation discloses something serious- 
ly involving this government or its re- 
sponsible officers, the majority of the 
democratic senators will vote for the 
treaty. 

Bacon and Clay. 

In the above poll I have put Senators 
Bacon and Clay in favor of the treaty, 
being convinced that they will so vote, 
although they have ag yet made no pub- 
lic announcement of that fact. They 
will not do so, in accordance with the 
agreement made today, until after the 
resolutions are acted upon. Their po- 
sition is practically the same as that of 
other senators who are put down as fav- 
orable to ratification. This poll may be 
taken as accurate. 

The fact was brought out In the course 
of the meeting that there are some docu- 
ments missing from the correspondence 
as published and the conclusion was 
reached that a resolution calling for all 
the missing documents would, if passed 
and complied with by the executive, mest 
all requirements. The correspondence to 
be called for also will cover the period 
of the recent Panama revolt and all the 
official writings on that episode. 

The conference also decided upon a reso- 
lution directing the senate committee on 
foreign relations to make an inquiry into 
the events connected with the Panama 
revolution. 


All Papers Wanted. 

The resolution of inquiry is so worded 
as to call for a statement from the 
president as to whether all the papers 
bearing on the situation have been sent 
in, and if they have not been com- 
municated and the reason for failure to 
communicate them is the fact that the 
president believes that to make them 
public would be incompatible with the 
public welfare, then the-president is re- 
quested to send them to the senate in con- 
fidence to be used in executive séssion 
only. 

The resolution asking for an inquiry by 
the foreign relations committee is directed 
toward securing an investigation into the 
Panama affair and its purpose is to show 
whether or not the administration had 
foreknowledge of that affair and in any 
way encouraged it. 

Senator Clay ind others expressed them- 
séives as desirous that an amicable ar- 
rangement be secured with Colombia, and 
in this connection hope was expressed 
that the government of the United States 
would see its way clear to accept the 
proposition said to have been made by 
General Reyes that the United States 
should pay Colombia $10,000,000. - 

There was no ¢ffort to secure a rule 
for united action on the treaty and the 
general cpinion among senaters is that 
there wuld be no such effort unless posi- 
tive information should be secured show- 
ing the complicity of this 
in the Panama rebellion.

New York, San Antonio and 
Hartford Suffer 


Loss in New York Over Quarter of 
Million—San Antonio Damaged

New York, January 24.—Four alarms 
have been sounded for fire that is .burn- 
ing in eight buildings on Broadway, near 
Soring’ street. 

The fire started in the fifth floor of the 
building, 546 and 548 Brospiway, in the 
premises. occupied by William Stone, 
jeweler, It spread both north and south 
communications to the buildings at 550 
and 552 on the north and to 538, 540, 542 
and 544 on the south.

The buildings are occupied by a Nrge 
number of firms, principally in the line 
of dry goods and fancy goods. 

Great Fire at San Antonio. 

San Antonio, Tex., January 24.—Wol¥- 
son's retail dry goods store, on Main 
plaza, caught fire shortly after midnight 
and is a total loss. The store did a large 
business with all of west Texas and car- 
ried a stock of goods valued at more 
than $333,000. The insurance on the stock 
was $200,000. held by all the compdnies 
represented in San Antonio. The building 
was valued at $85,000, with $45,000 in- 
surance. 

The fire started in the second story 
and turned the store into a seething fur- 
nace before ‘the first pleces of apparatus 
could reach the place. For an hour the 
fire department h4d the fire within the 
walls of the Wolfson building, but at 
1:30 o’clock this morning the fire got into 
the Whitehouse clothing store adjoining 
the Crystal saloon and Barr's photograph 
studio, across the street from Wolfson’s. 
The guests of the Elite hotel, adjoining 
the Crystal saloon, are now moving to a 
place of safety. 

At 2 o'clock the west wall of the Wolf- 
son store, the roof and floor fell, carrying 
five firemen with them. All escaped ex- 
cept the assistant chief, who was seri- 
ously injured. 

With the wall out of the waw the fire 
was quickly put under control :@.d the 
adjoining building, which had caught, 
was extinguished with slight loss, 

$200,000 Loss at Hartford. 

Hartford, Conn, January 24.—The 
most distastrous fire that has threatened 
the business section of the city in years 
started at 1:30 o'clock this morning in 
the five-story block, corner of Main and 
Kinsley streets. Fourteen persons on the 
upper floors were rescued by firemen. One 
block was destroyed and the eight-story 
Sage-Allen building was partly destroyed. 
The loss will be close to $200,000.

The raid was one of the most sensa- 


tional that has been placed on the police 
records in a long while. The street op- 
posite the entrance to the house on the 


corner of Decatur and Courtland streets, 
was packed with a curious crowd and 
it was with difficulty that the police 
cleared the way for the prisoners to be 
taken to the patrol wagons. 

Chief Ball took charge of the raid in 
person and was assisted by Acting Cap- 
tain Whitley, Detective Sergeant Bed- 
ford, all the city Wetectives and about 
ten patrolmen with the call officers. 

The interior of the house is a lot of 
rambling passages and rooms in which 
a person can easily get lost. It resem- 
bles some of the old feuda] castles read 
about in history. It took the officers an 
hour to go through the place and even 
then they did not feel satisfied that they 
had looked into every nook and corner. 

What Started the Raid. 

Last night T. R. Jones, representative 
of the Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
of New York, reported that his two 
grips had been stolen from a train at the 
union depot. The stealing of grips has 
been going on at the depot for several 
months past. The Bone boys had been 
suspected and Detectives Simpson, White, 
Campbell and Ivey went to the Bone 
dive, They had not been there long when 
they detected the odor of burning pa- 
per. A door was kicked open and a pile 
of papers was seen in a Dlaze in the 
grate, Simpson picked up a pitcher of 
water to throw on the fire. Julius Bone 
rushed up and snatching the pitcher 
from the officer, struck him over the 
head with it. The officer, with blood 
streaming down his face, fought Bone, 
striking him with a piece of the pitcher, 
which had broken. Detective White 
seized Bone and held him, Both men 
were covered with = blood 

Mr. Jones identified a grip which was 
found in Bone’s room and recognized the 
partially burned papers as some of his 
valuable insurance records, 

Pearl Brown, a woman in the houss 


had set the papers on fire. She stated 
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' that the grip had been given to her last 
Thursday, which was false. 
Several Arrests Made. 

Julius Bone and the woman were ar- 
rested and taken to the barracks. Then 
Chief Ball and Sergeant Whitley decided 
to raid the dive and arrest everybody In 
it. The following persons were found in 
the house and locked up: -- 

Emma Evans, Mamie Patat, Myrtle 
Smith, Jessie Davis, Maggie Smith, Bes- 
sie Wallace, Jessie Bone, the Hobo Queen, 
and proprietor of the place; J. B. Robins. 
J. W. Dorsett, Charles James, Horace 
Harp. 

When old lady Bone’s house was raided 
Cliff Brewer was found there and was 
locked up. Later in the night Lem Bone 
went to the barracks to see Julius and 
he, too, was held. 

Chief Ball declares that this shall be 
the last of the Bone dive. He says the 
Bones will have to leave the city or 
break up the dive. For years the Bon» 
family have been before the publie and 
time and again the police have arrested 
members of the family. As serious a 
crime as murder has been proven on the 
father, who is now dead. Julius Bone 
was sent up for twenty years for high- 
way robbery and was pardoned out after 
serving five years. The whole notorious 
family has a bad record with the police. 

The prisoners will be tried by the 
recorder Monday afternoon. 


HORROR PLACED 
ON MANAGERS 


Responsibility for the Iro- 
quois Holocaust Is 
Fixed, 


Chicago, January 23.—Upon the mana- 
gers and builders of the Iroquois theater 
has been placed responsibility for the 
fire horror in a report rendered to Mayor 
Harrison by Fire Chief Musham today. 
The report is prepared by Fire Depart- 
ment Attorney Monroe Fulkerson. after 
examination of nearly one hundred wit- 
nesses in the days immediately follow- 
ing the fire. No criticism is made of the 
building department, although seven vio- 
lations of the building ordinances are 
noted, 

Attorney Fulkerson concluded that the 
theater building was not completed at 
the time that it was opened; that the 
theater employees did what they could 
to put the fire out, and that doors and 
exits were generally locked throughout 
the building. The grounds cited by the 
report for placing the responsibility upon 
the builders and management are similar 
to the statements which have been pub- 
lished.

Ship- 
ping rates have advanced 100 per cent 
during the tast fortnight, otherwise the 
traffic of foreign ships, especially in 
Japanese coal which is obtained tn direct 
purchase, continues normal. The shipping 
companies, however, are preparing to 
withdraw from here.

RUMORED THAT JAPAN 
HAS TAKEN MASAMPHO 

London, January 23.—There is no con- 
firmation here of fhe reports that Japan 
has occupied Masampho. Baron Hayashi, 
the Japanese minister, not only discredit- 
eq that, but said that the Japanese gov- 
ernment had previously decided not to 
take any half measures or any steps 
which coul-i f@ @on-trued as being preju- 
dicial to the negotiations so long as they 
are proceeding. 

“Wien Japan decides to take action,” 
he added, “she will announce it frankly 
to Russia and the rest of the world.” 

According to Baron Hayashi the situa- 
tion is unchanged. He continugs to take 
the gloomiest view of the situation. The 
Russian ambassador, Count Benckendorff, 
when questioned as to the truth of the 
rumor that the reply of Russia to Japan 
was sent from St. Petersburg yesterday, 
Says: 

“It is not true. I have not yet re- 
ceived any information as to what form 
the reply will take or when it will be 
sent.”’ 

Count Benekendorff significantly 
marked that he believed the question of 
Japanese settlements in Manchuria to b9 
the most important outstanding ques- 
tion. 

“But this,”” he continued, “certainly 
does not seem worth g0ing to war 
about. As regards the Japanese demanl 
for the inclusion of a Russian acknow!- 
edgement of Chinese sovereignty over 
Manchuria in the Russo-Japanese treaty, 
that is merely a matter of words and 
surely no war about words would be 
justifiable. So I am hopeful of a peace- 
ful outcome of the negotiations. 

“The announcement from St. Peters- 
burg that peace is desired in SUch hign 
quarters is most significant, but beiore 
the royal wish can be assured the ful- 
fillment of several questions must bo 
settled. None of them, however, in my 
judgment, are worth the terrible recourse

costs to fight ‘for the freedom of Mao- 
churia from foreign control, The Globe's 
correspondent at Shanghai says China 
has given full reason to depend on the 
armed aésistance of the powers for the 
maintenance of the sovereignty. of the 
province of Manchuria irrespective of 
any action on the part of Japan.’

Nevertheless, adds The Russ, foreign 
powers must take jnto account the Rus- 
stan occupation of Manchuria, which, al- 
though it does not eliminate the author- 
ity of the Ohinese government, places 
certain restrictions on the exercise of 
that authority which cannot escape the 
notice of foreign representatives who 
wish to enter into relations with the Chi- 
nese administration of that province. 
KOREAN CROWN PRINCE 

NOT IN CONCEALMENT 

Washington, January 23—The Korean 
minister tonight authorized the state- 
ment that there had been no attempt to 
conceal the whereabouts of the Crown 
Prince Eul Wha. He said that the young 
man is at present and has been for some 
time at Roanoke college, Salem, Va., 
and that recently he had ade several 
visits to this city, always stopping at 
the legation. 

Regarding affairs in Korea the minister 
said that his latest advices from Seoul

Ukase Issued by Czar Or- 
dering Great Re- 
+ — forms. 


St. Petersburg, January. 23.—The im- 
perial ukase afinounced, ordering the as- 
gembling of government conferences un- 
der the presidency of the governors of 
the various provinces, where the rural 
¢ . avthorities hold office and in the govern- 
ments of Kieff, Volhynia and Podolla, in 
vrder to elaborate the new peasant laws, 
monopolizes attention here, regelating the 
Far Eastern crisis to secondary place. 
The press enthusiastically hails the pro- 
jpesed reforms, which are baseg on the 
manifesto of March I1, 1903, the news- 
papers, reiterating that this is the great- 
est step for the betterment of the condi- 


’ tions of the peasantry since the émanci- 
pation of the serfs. 

The ukase is welcomed by the liberals, 
although The Novosti remarks that it is 
‘a pity that the peasants themselves fre 
not empowered specifically to send dele- 
gates.”’ 

‘The drafting committee proposes that 
the laws shall be guided by the follow- 
ing aims: 

First. To harmonize the existing peas- 
ant legislation with modern -require- 
ments. 

second. To reorganize the courts In or- 
der to expedite the settlement of village 
disputes. 

‘Third. To define individual rights re- 
“garding communal! lands. | 

_ ,Fatirth. To discover means for stimu- 
lating individual enterprise and the adop- 
tion of modern farming methods. 

Fifth. To settle disputes between the 
peasants and neighboring land owners. 

Sixth. To instil in the peasants respect 
for the laws and rights of property. 

‘The new laws will only be applicable to 
the provinces of Muropean Russia, where 
reliable statistics and data are available 
without which the drafting committee de- 


clines to undertake the task. 


FOR SANTO DOMINGO 


To Follow Recognition of Morales by 
United States. 
‘Washington, January 23.—United States 
Minister Powell. has cabled the state de- 


partment confirmation of the press re- 
port that he has recognized the pro- 
Visional government of General Morales 
and that Puerto Plata is now in the gov- 
ernment’s possession, The neocognition 
took place on the 20th instant, and it 
is expected that the other diplomatic rep- 
resentatives in Santo Domingo will follow 
Mr. Powell's initiative, thus terminating 
the chaotic condition of affairs which 
caused a complete suspension of businéss 
in San Domingo. Mr. Safichez, the sec- 
retary of state under the Morales gov- 
ernment, who is now on his way to Wash- 
ington, will be recognized here in his ofh- 
clal capacity, thus confirming Mr. Pow- 
ell’s action.

WILSON TALKS 
OF AMERICANISM 


President of Princeton De- 
livers Address on Na- 
tional Character, 


PEACE 


New York, January 23.—President 
Woodrow Wilson, of Princeton university, 
speaking on ‘‘Americanism,’’ before the 
Outlook Chub, of Montclair, N. J., dis- 
cuseéd at length the national character. 

“It is hard to analyze the national 
character,’’ said he, “for when we con- 
ceive of the American we think in terms 
suitable to that part of the country in 
which we ourselves live. We are to be 
congratulated on our national sentiment, 
for we have very little sectionalism. In 
spite of these, we do not try to be con- 
ventional, and that is what we are. No- 
body but Americans can understand what 
American character is, and can we really 
understand it ourselves? 

“It took us one century to settle and 
colonize this country, the next century 
was spent in getting rid of the Dutch and 
French, the third in establishing the na- 
tion and settling difficulties between the 
north and south, and wé now have things 
on a national basis, which does not seem 
at present to be threatened with any ca- 
tastrophe. It is true that we have an- 
archy and socialism to deal with, but this 
is no evil peculiar to us, for all nations 
have to deal with them. 

“We are still in the flush of manhood, 
and we have a future ahead of us. We 
have entered the fourth century of our 
existence with a big question mark star- 
ing us in the face. We pride Ourselves 
on our political liberty, but we must cor- 
rect the evils that have arisen in our 
governments, and there are many of 
them, even if only in our city govern- 
ments. It is doubtful if the makers of 
the legislation would recognize it if they 
were to see it now, for it certainly has 
be@n stretched. We can not say that the 
stretching has been harmful, for it is 
petter that it ‘be stretched than it should 
break. 

“We should keep high ideals, whether 
new or old; if we don’t we will decline. 
We ought not to put men at the head 
of the nation’s affairs whose honor can 
in any way be questioned.”

TAFT ARRIVES 
FROM FAR EAST 


— 


New Secretary ‘ War Speed- 
ing to Washington 


No Political Si~nificance Attached to 
the Haste with Which He Is 
Hurrying to the Capital. 
Conditions in Philippines 
Much Improved. 


San Francisco, January 23.--Former 
Governor Taft, of the Philippines, arrived 
today on- fhe steamer Korea. With him 
were Mrs. Taft, their two children, red 
Carpenter, his secretary, and Judge 
Wolfley, attorney general of the Phillp- 
pines, who is traveling with the gover- 
nor’s party on his way nome, on leave of 
‘absence. 

The governor was met by a numb=r of 
representative army and navy men and 
civil officers on the tug Golden Gate, to 
which the party was transferred after thy 
Korea had reached the quarantine sta- 
tion. The tug carried its passenger to 
the Oakland mole, where Governor Taft 
boarded the eastern overland train fer 
Washington. On arriving at the capitel 
he will at once assume hts duties as gec- 
retary of war. 

Russo-Japanese Situation. 

Mr. Taft talked at length to a repre- 
s@ntative of the Associated Press regard- 
ing conditions in the Philigpines and 
briefly on the Japanes¢-Russtan contro- 
versy. No significance of a political na- 
ture, he said, need be attached to the 
haste with which he ts traveling. Secre- 
tary Root had been retained now one 
month longer than he had expected and 
was anxious to turn affairs over to be 
settled so he could take up the practice 
of law in New York, which he had ar- 
ranged to do on February |. Besides he 
had a reception dated for the 29th in- 
stant, at which he proposed to introducé 
Mr. Taft and make him at home Official. 
ly in hig new department. 

In regard to the trouble between Ja- 
}pan and Russia and the general situa- 
tion that. prevailed when he left the Ort- 
ent, ex-Governor Taft said that .affairs 
looked quite warlike. He had hopes, how- 
ever, that the crifis might yet be bridged 
Over and peace preserved. The mikado 
Was a man of force and tact. -Governor 
Taft said that the reception given him- 
self and wife by the mikado was flatter- 
ing in the extreme. The imperial secre- 
tary of state lost no opportunity to ex- 
press his warm sympathy for the United 
States and the friendly relations he hoped 
would ever prevail between the two na- 
tions. 

Conditions in Philippines. 

Governor Taft said that conditions in 
the Philippines were better than ever he- 
fore, and he doubted if greater tran- 
quility ever prevailed, even under Spanish 
administration. 

““‘We are now looking forward,” he said, 
“‘to a period of great activity in raflroad 
building throughout the isthmus. English 
and Belgian capitalists have so far con- 
trolled the field, but the people of the 
islands are anxious for the introdueciion 
of American capital which so far has not 
been forthcoming. 

“One American syndicate, neadei by a 
Mr. Swift, of Detroit, is enzaged fn the 
construction of electric roads, gridironing 
the streets of Manila, with the object in 
view of extensions which wil] connect the 
suburban points. 

“Two new branch lines H&ve just been 
authorized by the government. one of 35 
miles and another of 350 miles, on the 
line of the road now running out for a 
distance of 120 miles from Manila to 
Dagupan. 

Election of Assembly. 

“The census will be published in Oc- 
tober next and on that date, provided the 
country fs tranquil, as at present, the 
government will authorize the election of 
an assembly of not less than fifty, nor 
more than 100 members. This assembly 
wil] be a legislative body, coordinate with 
the commission, passing all enactments 
for the government of the territory. It 
will be provided, however, that should 
they fail at any time to pass the neces- 
sary appropriations, the governor and 
treasurer will have power to do so. 

“This will give the present Philippine 
commission two and a half years more 
in which to complete their arrangements 
for the government of the islands and 
the enactment of what they may con- 
sider necessary legislation.”’ 

In reply to a questjen whether or not 
the Philippines were in a condition to 
govern themselves, Governor Taft said 
that they certainly were not at present 
and to make a prediction on the subject 
would be looking too far into the future.

neering Experiment Station “which is 
Maintained in this city for the study of 
@ll problems of fire prevention, and, final- 
ly, consulting expert on these matters in 
(New York and Boston, “is a compara- 
tively simple matter. Although probably 
mothing can prevent an occasional fire 
from starting in a theater, there is no 
excuse for such a happening as the Iro- 
quolg disaster, for there is absolutely no 
difficulty in maKing a modern theater 
ably free from the danger of igni- 
tion, and altogether safe from the spread 
of fire into the auditorium. Experience 
shows that this is the case, as well as 
the comparatively low insurarce rating 
of some of the best of modern play 
hounes and the comparatively smail 
f@mount of actual fire damage done to 
the unprotected and unfinished Iroqtois. 
The real problem is not how to protect 
the ‘theaters from fire but how to pro- 
tect the audience from the carelessness 
of-a certain number of theater proprie- 
tors and from the horror of a theater 
panic.”’ 

One of the most practicable measures in 
Professor Norton's opinion, that can be 
taken toward the future avoidance of 
theater panics is a wider public knowl- 
edge of the meaning of fire protection 
@s applied to play houses, together with 
@ rigid enforcement of established pre- 
cautionary measures, and the elimination 
'@f so-called protective appliances—such 
as ‘fireproof’ solutions or an undue 
'fatth in asbestos curtains without the 
necessary addition of automatic sprink- 
jers—about whose efficiency even the 
most painstaking manager or building 
inspector cannot be certain without fre- 
gruent and expensive tests. One precau- 
tion alone, for example, well carried out, 
removes nine-tenths of the danger of 
fire spread and every theater owner 
should see to it that In case of fire every 
nook and cranny of the stage and bo.n 
eides of the curtain are immediately and 
eonstantly deluged with water. The use 
* of a sprinkler system that can quickly 
and surely turn the entire stage into 4 
deluge and the curtain into a waterfall, 
adds so much to the safety of the audi- 
ence that all other precautions against 
the spread of fire are insignificant in 
comparison. This statement Professor 
Norton emphasizes as neither specula- 


it can not. be satisfactorily inspected. 
Canvas and wood can not be made alto- 
gether fireproof. We may, however, eas- 
ily and cheaply render them less likely 
to ignite, to say nothing of making them 
burn more slowly,:.by painting them with 
a fire retardent paint. There are many 
such paints, cheap, possessing a power of 
not burning and thereby kecping the aj 
from getting to the material-underneath 
and without air fire can not make prog- 
ress, These paints are a sort of refined 
whitewash and nothing except water color 
should be tolerated upon the front or 
show side of the scenery, while the backs 
and all wooden framework: should be 
heavily coated with retardent paint. Pin 
rails and belaying pins should be of iron 
and with this treatment Professor Norton 
believes the contents of the stage could 
be no longer considered as of an exceed- 
ingly inflammable nature. 


Although the public will undoubtedly 
be more than usually susceptible to panic 
during tbe present winter Professor Nor- 
‘ton feels that there is no good reason for 
anybody to stay away from the theater 
because of the developments of the past 
few weeks. Theaters were never safer 
than they are at present as a result of the 
general cooperation of Owners, managers 
and building inspectors from one end of 
the country to the other. Tho greatest 
safeguard against panic lies in the knowl- 
edge, on the part of every individual 
in an audienge, that the thearter can 
be emptied without accident provided that 
individual will keep cool and go out 
with the others—not try to get ahead of 
them. And the theaters can help this 
feeling by providing a multitude of aisles, 
each leading to an exit; exit passages 
which are kept separate until the street 
doors are reached; separate stairways fo1 
each gallery exit; signs and lights over 
each exit door; fire escapes Of ample fj if YAN | | 
proportions, covered with a roof and fur- h EEE ELS OS | 4 
nished with lights; doors which can not | .

which might burn holes in a cotton cur- 
tain before the heat had become -suf- 
ficient to open the sprinklers. All theater 
woodwork, moreover, especially in dress- 
ing rooms, should be covered with metal, 
and the regulation requiring the equip- 
ping of the stage with a thin glass sky- 
dight, readily opened by hand if not au- 
tomAatically opened by the fire, gives the 
@udience a great additional safeguard 
against the danger of suffocation by 
emoke and hot gas. The natural draft 
of the fire if such a skylight be open 
is away from the audience: without such

Charged with Holding Up Sea- 
board at Sanderson. 


S. A. Petty and M. Petty, of Folk- 
ston, Arrested at Starke After 
Chase Through Three Goun- 
ties—Identified by 
Two Men. 


Jacksonville; FTa., January 23.—S. A. 
Petty and M. Petty, alleged members of 
the gang which dynamited the Seaocard 
Air Line passenger train at Sanderson, 
tn this state, on the night of the !7th, 
were captured yesterday by Detectives 
Fitzwalter and Newman, of th& railroad 
company, and Detéctive Burns, of the 
Southern Express Company, at Starke, in 
Bradford county. 

They were followed by the detectives 
through three counties and when arrest- 
ed had dynamite in their possession, They 
have been identified by the angineer in 
whose cab they rode for 2 miles and by 
the baggagemaster of the train. They 
have been operating in Alabama, but 
their home is in Folkston, Ga. 

They are in jail in this city. The 
United States authorities will charge 
them with firing into a mail coach and 
jeopardizing the life of the mail agent.

FLOOD SWEEPS | 


PAST PITTSBURE 


Last Night the Waters Wer 
Slowly Receding, 


About Half Million Dollars Damage 
Done in Pittsburg and Vicinity. 
Great Suffering Is Re- 
ported in Flooded 

District.

Pittsburg, Pa., January 23.—The flood 
Ganger at this point has passed. All 
day long both rivers continued to rise 
until 5 o’clock this evening, when 30 feet 
and 1-10 was redched at the Monongahela 
wharf. From that hour on the waters 
receded slowly until at 10 o'clock the 
gauge registereq 28 feet and stationary. , 
The temperature has gone down con- 
siderably and a light snow ts falling. 

The Allegheny is still full of running 
ice, but it is much thinner than early 
in the day. 

From the head water points on ‘both 
the Allegheny and Monongahela rivers 
the reports tonight ghow them to be 
either stationary'or falling. At Oil City 
the Allegheny is §3 feet and falling 6 
inches an hour, and at Wurren the river 
is stationary. 

At Greensboro, on the Monongahela, 
the mark is 15 feet 6 inches and fallinz. 
Colder w®ather with snow prevails. 

Damage About $500,000. 

A round up of the damage done in the 
Pittsburg district demonstrates that ow- 
ing to the timely warning given of the 
approaching high water, the actual dam- 
age done‘ wil] not reach the high figures 
at first given out, and will probably wot 
exceed half a million dollars. To this 
amount, however, must be added the loss 
to the manufacturies and mills through 
forced shut downs and to workmen 
through suspended wages, which will run 


rthe total close to the million mark. 


As yet no loss of life has been re- 
ported, but the suffering in the flooded 
portions of Pittsburg and Allegheny has 
been great 

The employees of the Marshall foundry 
at Twenty-eighth street and ihe Alle- 
gheny Valley railroad tracks had a nar- 
row escape from being caught in the 
water today. The mills were in upera- 
tion, as it wag thought that the river 
would not find its way in before the 
afternoon. The men were at work, 
when, suddenly, about 10 o'clock, the 
The em- 
Ployees at work on the machines had 
barely time to seize their dinner pails 
and escape. The machinery was sub- 
merged and many of the workmen 
dropped their tools in their flight. 

A passenger train on the West Penn- 
Sylvania road leaving Tarentum at 7:45 
this morning for Allegheny, was caught 
by the rising water of the Allegheny river 


at Glassmere, and the passengers had | 


to be taken from the train by means of 
skiffs. More than a dozen skiffs were 
used to carry the passengers to the dry 
ground, and trip after trip wags made 
for nearly anh hour :to get all to the 
shore, 


Four Men Are Drowned. 

Sharon, Pa., Januany 23.—Reports re- 
ceived here state that the Sharpsville 
bridge has been gwept away, and that 
four men went down with the bridge to 
death. Victor Dunham and three foreign- 
ers are said to have been on the bridge 
when it was swept away. The current 
is very swift at that point, and the four 
men struggled desperately for a time to 
reach the shore, but finally sank. 

Jacob Hoffman, of Salem Ohio, was 
drowned in Yankee Run while attempting 
to ford the stream. Mrs. Hoffman, who 
accompanied him, was rescued by a lum- 
ber man. 

Water Famine Due to Flood. 

Harrisburg, Pa., January 23.—The sim- 
ultaneous bréaking of two of the thirty- 
inch mains which feed the reservoir and 
supply the water to the net-work of 
pipes throughout Harrisburg, has caused 
the worst water famine every known in 
this city. Houses, hotels, railroads, mills 
and factories’ have been cut <ff froth 
water. This state of affairs is one of the 
most serious known in years, and is made 
worse’ by the flood in Paxton creek, 
which retards the work of repair. 

No Fear at Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, January 23.—The suda- 
den fall in temperature last night has 
done much to remove apprehension of a 
flood. The river here has fallen during 
the night, and is almost clear of ice. Al- 
though the river at Portsmouth is stiil 
10 feet lower than here, and while there 
has been a phenomenal rise at Pittsburg, 
there is no corresponding inflow from the 
Kanawha and other southern tributaries. 
It is hoped that navigation may be gen- 
erally resumed on Monday.

Fire Extinguished in One Hour—Mad 
‘Rush of 4,000 Occupants To 
Escape—Elevator Men Acted 
Heroically—Several 
Persons Injured. 


Chicago, January 23.—Fire in the Ma- 
sonic Temple today caused a panic among 
4,000 occupants of the building and dam- 
aged the stock and fixtures of tenants 
to the extent of $20,000. All occupants 
of the building escaped without serious 
injury through the bravery of their ele- 
vator men, who remained at their posts, 
operating their cars while dense clouds 
of smoke filled the building. 

The fire broke out in the suit of rooms 
on the fifth floor, occupied Dy Robert 
Friedlander & Co., manufacturers of 
X-ray apparatus. A lighted match care- 
lessly thrown by an employee into a 
pile of excelsior lying in a corner of the 
packing room is "believed to have started 
the fire. There was a large number of 
X-ray vacuum tubes stored in the com- 
pany’s rooms aygd these exploded the mo- 
ment the heat reached them. Robert 
Friedlander, senior member of the firm, 
anticipated the danger from these tubes 
and worked until overcome by the smoke 
dropping them out of the window. The 
fire spread rapidly from the packing 
réom to the other rooms, and in a few 
minutes the entire suite was in flames 
and the light shaft of the building Wag. 
filled with «flames. 

Thousands in Panic. 

The thousands of occupants of the 
building, with the memory of the Iro- 
quois theater disaster, which. occurred 
but ope-half square away, fresh in their 
minds, were alarmed when clouds of 
smoke filled every floor, and rushed to 


the elevators. Many women fatnted in 
the scramble to get into the elevators, 
but none were seriously injured. The 
large building wag emptied within half 
an hour after the fire was discovered. 
Hundreds of men and women groped their 
way through the smoke and came down 
the stalrs. 

Shortly after the arrivag of the engines a 
ladder was put up to the southwest cor- 
ner of the building and a ftireman es- 
eended to the fifth flyor where the fire 
burned. As he broke ths window a cheer 
went up [frum the crewd in the street, 
which was repeated whan the fireman 
entered the window and dragged a hcse 
after him. 

In the height of the excitement the 
crowds :n ihe streat saw a man clad in 
a@ heavy overcoat atep out on the fire 
escape of the fourteenth flxor and begin 
to descend. 

Within the building the ¢!evator men, 
by running their machines without cea- 
sation, soughg to still the panic of the 
hundreds who were seeking escape. 

Women Faint in Elevators. 

From the top floor down the carriers 
wére jammed with passengers. A num- 
‘ber of women fainted in the cars. The 
men for the most part fc ained their 
senses. 

The elevator men atuck to their work 
like heroes until it was said that every 
person was out of the building. 

The flames appeared first in the suite 
of the R. Friedlander & (Co., manu- 
faeturers of X-ray apparatus, on the fifth 
floor. The explosion Which was the 
cause of the fire occurred in $10,008 
worth of vacuum tubes which were 
storéd in the suite. Smoke poured out 
of the rooms which occupied the entire 
southwest corner of the skyscraper fac- 
ing Randolph street dirextly across the 
street from Marshal] Field & Co.’s huge 
retail store. With almost incredible sw‘ft- 
ness every floor of the temple above the 
fifth was filled with dense smoke, while 
the floors below were deluged with water 

Detachments of police were quickly 
On hand, fighting the fire with the fire- 

and helping control ythe panic- 
Stricken people. Armed with axes and 
picks the firemen broke doors and win- 
dows. 

In the rotunda, at the bottom of the 
elevator, twelve persons leaving the ele- 
vators, after descending in hair-breadth 
time from the upper stories, were ob- 
liged to dodge heavy beams and frag- 
ments of stone and plaster failing in the 
rotunda from the fifth floor and breaking 
jagged holes in the costly mosaic pave- 
ment, Thousands of people on the streets 
watching the fire were thrown into a 
panic by an explosion which threw a 
quantity of acid through the ‘windows. 
sending smarting fluid raining on the 
crowds below. In the rush for safety 
an olé man was thrown down an area- 
way, being picked up unconscious. 


Number of Persons Injured. 

The firé was out within one hour. A 
number of persons were injured as a re- 
sult of the fire. R. Friedlander, in whose 
suite the fire originated, was found un- 
conscious on the floor. He was over- 
come by smoke and chemical fumes. 
Twelve girls in his employ made their 
escape at the first alarm. 

The injured are as follows:

-When the knowledge of the 
fire reached the barbership, everybody 
made a rush for the elevators. They 
were full. Persons were clgmbering into 
them at a rate threatening accidents, un- 
jess the congestion was relieved. There- 
upon Ashmore and the bootblack ran to 
the fire escape and started down. 

“Several times,” said Ashmore, “as wé 
passed by a window, smoke rolled out 
in volumes that threaten¢d to suffocate 
us. But we knew it was death if we 
lost our hold, and we hung on. We were 
mighty glad when all reached the bot- 
tom.”’ 

For a time it was feared that the ac- 
cidents. Which threatened ta fiood the 
basement would put out the fires in the 
boilers, and thus stop the elevators on 
which the many upper floors depended 
for safety. The drains were found am- 
ple to carry away th ter, however, 
and the elevators contfiued to run. After

company to use the mails. 

Major Hugh C. Dennis, president of the 
company, and W. B. Mehaney, associated 
with him, are named in the indictments 


as the men who made the check to Bur-

The Rialto Grain and Securities Com- 
pany has been under investigation by 
the state courts for several months on 
aceount of internal troubles and the com- 
plaints of investors. Indictments have 
been found against the president, Mr. 
Dennis and other officers, but none have 
been convicted. 

At one time the Rialto company’s of- 
fices were closed by court officials with 
attachments secured by alleged creditors, 
but were opened after Satisfactory ar- 
Fangements were made. 

For several days past William E. Coch- 
ran, chief postoffice inspector from Wash- 
ingten; Major Hugh CS. Dennis, and W. 
B. Mehany, have been before the grand 
jury, and it is believed the indictment 
was found on their testimony. The pur- 
pose of Senator Burton‘s alleged inter- 
cession was, it is stated, to prevent the 
issuance of a fraud order against the 
Rialto Grain and Securities Company. A®: 
}a result of his connection with the com- 
pany Dennis was indicted in the federal 
and state courts, but the United States 
court acquitted him, Four indictments 
found in state courts against Dennis are 
still pending. 

The penalty provided upon'conviction of 
the offense of which Senator Burton, is 
charged is a penitentiary sentence of not 
more than two years and a fine of not 
more than $10,000, and one so convicted 
Shall] be rendered incapable of holding 
office of trust, of honor or emolument un- 
der the government.

United States senators are tmmune from 
arrest except for certain specified crimes 
while the senate is in session. It is ex- 
pected that the present session will last 
until the summer, but United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Dyer expects that Sena- 
tor Burton will at once make arrange- 
ments for a speedy trial.

Editor Hardy, of Thomasville En- 
terprise, Delivers Eloquent Addrea.

Mexican war, and how General Scott 
said of him, ‘That man will make his 
mark;:’ how he afterwards called him the 
greatest military genius in America. I 
might occupy an hour's time in telling 
you of the struggle it cost the mang 
ambition to give up his place in the 
federal army to fight for his native heath 
—how he proved so successful a6 an Or- 
ganizer of the Virginia troops that peo- 
ple began to question if all his talents 
were not centered upon the one quality 
of organization; how, in all the battles 
of Virginia, he was well nigh invincible; 
how he preserved his calmness, his cour-

Judge Roan Directs Verdict of 
builly Against Chas, Jones 


Court Holds, After Exhaustive Ar- 
guments, That Ponce de Leon 
Commission Company Has 
Violated a Law of the 
State of Georgia.

_ After a hard fought legal battle yes- 
terday before Judge L. 8S. Roan, in the 
crimina] branch of the superior court, 
Charles Jones, manager of the Ponce de 
Leon Commission Company, was declar- 
ed guilty of the charge of keeping and 
maintaining a gaming house. Judge Roan 
Announced that he would complete the 
record in the oase tomorrow, the sen- 
tence of the. court being pronounced at 
that time. 

The case did not go to the jury, but 
the verdict was directed by Judge Roan, 
On motion of Solicitor Charlie Hill, rep- 
resenting the state. It is understood that 
the case will be appealed to the supreme 
court and the decision of that tribunal 
will be watched with much interest. 

The status of the Ponce de Leon Com- 
mission Company, as to whether it shall 
remain open or be closed pending the ac- 
tion of the supreme court, will be de- 
termined when he passes sentence on 
Jones tomorrow. The establishment of 
the company, located near the exposi- 
tion park, has been open al] of the time 
{intervening since the indictment of Jones 
by the Fulton county grand jury on Jan- 
uary 7. | 

Issue Involved. 

The issue involved in the case is 
whether the establishment of the Ponce 
de Leon Commission Company is being 
operated and maintained as @ gaming 
house, the _ state contending that the 
place is kept open for the purpose of 
placing bets on horse races at distant 
points. The defense claimed that the com 
pany is operated ag a commission house, 
that bets are not made by the company. 
but that they are simply received at its 
establishment and there telegraphed to 
a party named Root in New Orleans, 
who wired back the acceptance of the 
bets. It was shown that on all winning 
bets a ‘commisson of 10 cents was charg- 
ed, but that no commission was charged 

losing bets. 

winally Solicitor Hill announced that 
the state would accept the statement 
of the business as presented and on the 
agreed statement of the fact he made a 
motion that Judge Roan direct a verdict 
of guilty. He argued that, admitting phe 
business was conducted as claimed, tne 
defendant is guilty of keeping and main- 
taining a gaming house. 

Attorneys Reuben R. Arnold, Jr., and 
T. W. Tucker, representing Jones, both 
argued the motion, vigorously contesting 
the points raised. The defense adhered 
to the plea that no bets are made by 
the commission company, but that the 
betting is merely a matter between the 
bettor in Atlanta and Root in New Or- 
leans, the commission company acting 
only as an agent to transmit the tele- 
graphic communication between the At- 
lanta and New Orleans parties. 

Judge Directs Verdict. 

The jury was sent out of the court 
room during argument on the motion, 
which continued for nearly three hours. 
At its conclusion, Judge Roan announced 
that he would direct a verdict of guilty. 
The jurors were then returned to the 
court room, the verdict directed and 
drawn and signed by the foreman. Judge 
Roan then addressed Jones and instructed 
him to be in court tomorrow morning

almost stepped on them. Then, In a sud- 
fen attack, they killed Lieutenant Flake 
_ -@nd wounded Lieutenant William E. Rob- 
‘ertg and Private Floy before they flel 
from the fire of the soldiers. 

Lieutenant Flake was'a mémber of the 
TwWenty-secon@® infantry, as were all of 
the party. He served through the Span- 
ish war in the Third Georgia volun- 
teers and later was commissioned as a 
second Heutenant in the regiment of regu- 
‘lars, of which he was a member when 
killed. 

It was against the earnest protests of 
his friends that Lieutenant Flake en- 
tered the regular army. His ambitious 
disposition was well known to them, and 
they feared that in his zeal to win honors 
and promotion in the service of his coun- 
try he would expose himself to many 
dangers. At the time he enlisted in the 
Thirg Georgia he was practicing law in 
the office of Westmoreland Bros., of At- 
lanta, and was doing well. 

Member of Prominent Family. — 

fuieutenant Flake was about twenty- 
geven years of age, and was the son of 
Thomas J. Flake, chairman of the board 
ef county commissioners of DeKalb coun- 
ty, and one of the most prominent men 
In the county. He was a nephew of 
Judge Willtam H. Hulsey, of Atlanta, 
and was prominently connected in other 
parts of the state. His military instincts 
were to gome extent hereditary, his fath- 
er having been a distinguished confeder- 
ate soldier, serving through the civil war 
in an Alabama battery. 

Tijeutenant Flake was a man of ths 
finest’ character and intelligence, and 
iis examination for entrance into the 
regular army is remembered yet on ao 
count of the high mark he made. He 
wag graduated in 1895 from the Young 
L.. G. Harris institute, where he made a 
splendid record for studiousness and 4t- 
tention to duty. 

In addition to his father and mothsr, 
LAeutenant Flake leaves a wife and baby 
girl about one year old. His wife was 
Miss Merrill, the daughter of a retired 
army chaplain, who resides at Jasper, 
Ge, The wife and child are at that place 
now and have been apprised of the sad 
news of the death of the husband and 
father. 

The young soldier was born at Flake, 
DeKalb county, the old homestead of the 
Hulseys and Colliers, and jit was there 
that he dwelt until he reached a suffi- 
cient age to attend school and college 
elsewhere. Attaining manhood, he, made 
his home in Atlanta, and was living here 
when the opportunity to enter the mill- 
tary service came with the outbreak ot 
the Spanish war. He was considered ono 
of the most soldierly looking young men 
in the army and the prospects for his 
rapid promotion to high rank were excei- 
lent when his career was cut short by tue 
deadly work of the Moros. 

Body To Be Shipped Here. 

The body of Lieutenant Flake will be 
shipped to this country and interred either 
at Arlington, government cemétery, 
or at a burying ground selected by his 
relatives in case they prefer to attend 
to that matter privately. It ls probable 
that the family burying ground at his 
old home will be chosen by the family 
for his last resting place and that he will 
be brought here.

COUNTY POLICE 
DO GOOD WORK 


Chief Turner and His Vigi- 
lant Force Score Splendid 
Record. 


The value of the county police force 
and the splendid work it is accomplish- 
ing is shown in figures that have been 
prepared by Chief A. Q. Turner on the 
work of the department for the past 
year. The record is an excellent one and 
demonstrates that the country districts 
of Fulton county have admirable police 
rrotection. 

During the year a total of 432 arrests 
were made and out of this number 176 
convictions and 91 acquittals were re- 


corded. The number of defendants cn 
bond was 152, Four arrests were made 
for outside counties and five persons were 
sent to the state insane asylum, The de- 
partment investigated sixty-five cases for 
the alms house, out of. which number 
fifty-eight persons were sent to the in- 
stitution. 

The amount of time imposed in sen- 
tences in the state penitentiary and coun- 
ty chsingang was 157 years and the 
total amount of fines imposed in state 
cases was $15,750. Numbers of thieves 
were run to earth by the county police 
and their booty returned to its owners. 
The total amoum of stolen property re- 
covered during the year is valued at 
$1,000. ; 

The county force, in addition to patroll- 
ing the country districts, outside of At- 
Manta, also does duty Inside the city 
limits whenever such is necessary. Dur- 
ing last year the city cases made by tie 
county force numbered cighty and in 
these instances fines were imposed by 
the city recorder amounting to $803 50. 
‘For the town of East Point the county 
force made eleven cases, netting total 
fines of $359. Twelve cases were made in 
Oakland City, a total of $148 in fines be- 
ing imposed. 


Good Detective Work. 


One of the most important cases worked 
by the county police during the year was 
the Morgan and Gaddy murder case, 
which was tried last week before Judge 
L. S. Roan, in the criminal branch of the 
superior court, and which resulted in a 
conviction. The two defendants, Andrew 
Morgan and Henry Gaddy, are Charged 
with murdering Ben Stroup, who was a 
farmer in Oak Grove district, in the 
northern part of the county. The two 
men were found guilty, but on recommen- 
dation of the jury a sentence of life 
imprisonment in the penitentiary was im- 
posed. 

Only circumstantial evidence could be 
| obtained against Morgan and Gaddy, but 
by clever detective work the county of- 
ficef's succeeded in presenting a case that 
eonvincéd the jury that thee two men 
were guilty. The officers who worked 
up the evidence against the prisoners 
were George Mathieson, Dave Wiiliams, 
W. A. Wright and James Heard. 

The county force consists of a chief and 
‘only twelve policemen, but Chief Turner 
has the work so arranged that the county 
is systematically covered and excellent 
service rendered. There afe several large 
and thickly populated settlements in the 
county, outside of the city, and these 
are given good police protection, as well 
as the less thickly settled sections. Dur- 
ing the past fow years the population is 
said to have increased. about 6,000 in the 
territory surrounding Atlanta, in Fulton 


county, all of which come under super-

LAWYERS FICHT: 


CONYERS FINED 


B. J, Conyers Makes an. At- 
tack on Walter P, Andrews, 


Difficulty Grew Out of News Story 
About Damag> Suit in Court. 
Affair Investigated by Re- 
corder — Conyers Is. 

Fined. 


Because of an article which appeared 
in The Atlanta News Thursday afternoon, 
B. J. Conyers, attorney for the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric Compary, at- 


The News company, and a prominent 
young attorney, yesterday morning about 
8 o'clock at the entrance to the Equitabie 
building. 

The difficulty attracted quite a large 
crowd. .Call Officers Abbott and Jones 
made cases against Mr. Conyers and Mr. 
Andrews and the affair was fully investi- 
gated by the recorder yesterday after- 
noon. Cases were also docketed against 
W. T. Colquitt, an attorney for the street 
car company, and Oscar Simmons, claim 
agent for the same company. It was 
contended that Mr. Colquitt and Mr, Sim. 
mons aided and abetted in the attack on 
Mr. Andrews. 

The evidence béfore the recorder show- 
ed that Mr. Andrews was attorney for 
Mrs. Louise E. Moxley, who brought suit 
against the street car company for $12,- 
000 for alleged personal injuries. The 
ease was tried last week. Among the 
witnesses for the defense were three chil- 
dren, to whom the company had paid $2 
a day for their attendanée in court, as 
they lived at East Point. The News, in 
giving an account of the case, stated that 
Mr. Andrews had charged the street car 
company with bribery in his speech be- 
fore the jury. Mr. Conyers’ name was 
mentioned in the article, He believed 
Mr. Andrews inspired the article and the 
fight followed yesterday morning. 

Mr. Conyers’ Statement. 

Mr. Conyers made the first statement tn 
the récorder’s court. In substance he 
said: ( 

“I saw Mr. Andrews in the court room 
dictating a statement to a News reporter. 
That afternoon an article appeared in 
The News, a paper with which Mr. An- 
drews is connécted, saying that Mr. An- 
drews had charged us with bribery in 
his speech to the jury. Mr. Andrews did 
not make any such charge in the court 
room. I tried to find Mr. Andrews yes- 
terday afternoon, but he had gone home. 
I met him this morning fn front of the 
Equitable building. I held his paper in 
my hand, I asked him what he meant 
by having such a libel published and at 
the same time I struck him several times. 
As for Mr. Colquitt and Mr. Simmons, -if 
they were anywhere near the scene it 
was over my protest. I did not ask them 
to go with me.” 

Mr. Colquitt stated that he kept near 
the scene of the difficulty merely in order 
to see that there was fair play on both 
sides. He said Mr. Conyers did not want 
him to go there. 

“I was on the opposite side of the 
street when Mr. Conyers met Mr. An- 
drews,’’ stated’ Mr. Colquitt. “I did not 
g0 to them until some one had separated 
them.” 

Mr. Simmons stated that he watched for 
Mr. Andrews and saw him leave a store. 

“I did not follow Mr. Andrews,” stated 
Mr. Simmons, “but went around the 
block. It was not my intention to have 
anything to do with the fight.” 

Statement of Mr. Andrews. 

Mr. Andrews made a statement about 
the case of Mrs. Moxley, and sald that 
he had condemned the practice of pay- 
ing witnesses to attend court. 

‘“T had nothing whatever to do with the 
article in The News,’ he sald. “I am 
president of the corporation, but have 
no control over the reporters. I gave 
the reporter the names of the witnesses 
he wished, and stated to him that whit 
IT had to say would be said to the jury. 
I used as strong words as I could to 
condemn the paying of the witnesses, 
and at the same time not do anything 
that was illegal. This morning I saw 
Mr. Colquitt and called out to him that 
I congratulated him on his victory, as 
the case was won by the defendants. I 
was looking towards him when I stepped 
Jintd Rhe entrange of the Equitable. 
Without any warning and without know- 
ing who assaulted me I was suddenly 
struck on the side of the head. I was 
struck several times before I recognized 
Mr. Conyers. I had backed off. I don't 
think I struck Mr. Conyers more than 
once. I am not here to prosecute any 
one. The cases were made by the po- 
lice.” 

Words He Did Not Use. 

When asked by Attorney Rosser if he 
had made the statement in The News 
about witnesses being bought 4nd about 
children being made as corrupt as hell, 
Mr. Andrews replied: 

‘“Y did not make such statements in 
my speech to the jury. A part of The 
News article is correct and some of it is 
not. I had nothing to do with the article 
in question and the headlines about 
bribery were not written with my «nowl- 
edge.”* 

lL. Z. Rosser, one of the street car 
company’s attorneys, represented Mr. 
Conyers. He made a statement in which 
he said that the children had been pald 
for their attendance in court just as other 
witnesses, are often paid. 

“We pay physiciang,”’ said Mr. Rosser, 
‘and we pald laborers in the Moxley case 
who work at East Point, as we did not 
want them to lose a day’s work. Mr. 
Andrews made not the slightest allusion 
in his speech to anything like bribery. 
If he had there would have been a ccn- 
tempt proceeding in court instead of this 
investigation. I thought Mr. Andrews 
would certainly have a disclaimer of The 
News article in The Constitution. I ex- 
pected that Mr. Conyers would attack 
Mr. Andrews, and Mr. Andrews must 
surely have expected it. To charge gen- 
tlemen with bribery and then expect 
them to have a kissing match is simply 
beyond human credefce.”’ 

Recorder Broyles dismissed the cases 


fagainst Mr. Andrews, Mr. Simmons and 


Mr. Colquitt. He fined Mr. Conyers 
$10.75. 

“tinder the statte law.’ said the re- 
corder, ‘a man has no lawful right to at- 
tack another for what has been written 
about him in @ newspaper. But I, will 
take into consideration all the facts in 
this case in imposing a fine on Mr, Con- 
yers. The article in The News wan a 
serious reflection on the attorneys for 
the street car company. I will make the

GEORGIA SEEKS TO REPEL 


INVASION 


BY TENNESSEE 


_ 


Bill To Abate Copper Fume Nuisance at Ducktown, 
Tenn., To Be Filed in United States Supreme 
Court on Monday. 


TTORNEY GENERAL JOHN C. 
HART and Ligon Johnson, who 
has been associated with him in 
the case, left the city yesterday at noon 
for Washington, D. C., where they will 
apply to the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States tomorrow for permission to 


file a bill in equity against the state of | 


Tennessee and in the namevof Georgia 
for the purpose of abating the nuisance 
of the copper fumes from the Duckitown 
mines, which are destroying so much of 
the vegetation-in the northern part of 
the state. 


The suit is unique fn the fact that it 
is the first of the kind to be filed by 
One state against another, and under the 
constitutional provisions permitting such 
suits. The judiciary. sections of the con- 
stitution Of the United States give the 
Supreme court jurisdiction in disputes 
between gtates, and the eleventh amend- 
ment to the constitution permits under 
certain circumstances suit to be “tie 
against a sovereign state. 

But the constitutiona) provision on 
which the attorneys for Georgia rely in 
making ouf their cage is article 4, section 
4, which guarantees protection to each 
State of the union against any invaston 
whatever, whether by another state of 
the union and its citizens or by a for- 
eign government, and it is set forth that 
through the United States supreme court 
alone can Georgia’s rights in these prem- 
ises be obtained. 

The Grounds for the Suit. 

The grotinds upon Which this suit 1s 
instituted by Georgia against the state of 
Tennessee are familiar to the readers 
of The Constitution. There are located 
at or near Ducktown, Tenn., and just 
across the Georgia line, two copper com- 
panies, the Ducktown Sulphur, Copper 
and Iron Company, TAmited, & corpore- 
tion of Great Britain but a resident of 
ee ae and the Pittsburg and Ten- 
<< tee Company, a corporation 

In the smelting of the copper ores the 
principal waste product {fs a large vol- 
ume of sulphurfous gas. This is a heavy 
£13 and instead of rising tn the atmos- 
phere, is diffused throughout its lower 
Stratum and attacks vegetation wher- 
ever it comes in contact with it. The result 
is that over many Square miles of terrt- 
tory in Fannin: county, zeorgia, and to 
some extent tn neighboring counties, these 
fumes have killed the trees and the 
greater part of the vegetation leaving 
much of the country practically bare. 

Under a resolution passed by the last 
legislature a commission was appointed 
to investigate, } the "conditions in north 
Georgia as a dguft’ of these fumes from 
the copper smelting works, and based 
upon its report showing that a great 
amount of damage had been done, Gov- 


,ernor Terrell ‘addressed a communication 


to Governor Frazier, of Tennessee, call- 
ing his attention to the damage and ask- 
ing him to«take whatever steps were 
in. his power to abate the nuisance. Gov. 
ernor Frazier replied th: there wag 
nothing he coulg do. Thedupon a con- 
ference was held between the governor 
and the attornpy.general with the result 
that a determination wag reached to file 
this bill. 

Mr, Johnson, who is associated with 
Judge Hart in this case, was retained 
on account of his long connection with 
the state in ¢onnection with the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, and his inti- 
mate knowledge of legal matters involv- 
ing the state as well as his exceptional 
ability as a lawyer. 


Georgia’s Right To Sue. 

The facts set forth in the original bil] 
of complaint with regard to the exist- 
ence of the copper smelting works and 
the damage they are doing to Georgia, 
citizens, are well understood. The fea- 
tures of particular interest in the case 
are those by virtue of which Georgia has 
the right to bring sueh a complaint 
against a sister state, and one of equal 
sovereignty with herself. Georgia's 
rights in the matter are set forth in the 
brief in support of the motion to per- 
mit the state to file the bill. 

The attorneys for the state hold that 
the failure and refusal to abate the nui- 
sance caused by these sulphurous fumes, 
conatitutes an invagion of Georgia both 
by the state of Tennessee and by the 
two companies in question which afe cit- 
izens of that state. An invasion of one 
state by another or citizens of another 
is unlawful, and againet this the United 
States government in the constitution 
guarantees protection. 

The following extract from the brief 
in support of the motion to file will give 
a clear and concise insight into this fea- 
ture of the case: 

‘The state of Georgia bases its right to 
bring thfs suit upon five grounds, to-wit: 
Ist, as the original and ultitmate owner 
and proprietor of all lands within its 
borders, including those damaged by de- 
fendants; 2d, Dy reason of the direct and 
immediate damage to the state and loss 
of public revéfiue through the reduction 
of its ‘taxes and income resulting from 
the injury occasioned by said invasion

and nuisance; 3d, as the owner in fe 
of all roads and public highways, or * 
a direct pPéperty rigTlt therein, the same 
having been laid out and maintained by 
the state at great expense, which roads 
and highways afe constantly being dam- 
aged and rendered unsafe and unpleasant 
for travel, communication or commerce 
by defendants; 4th, as pareng patriae, end 
in the fuulfillment of its constitutional 
obligation otf impartial and complete pro- 
te®tion fo person and property of all its 
citizens and inhabitants; 5th, undér the 
provision of the constitution of the United 
States guaranteeing the state against any 
invasion Wliatsoever, and prohibiting any 
rig gm or hostile action on the part 
of the state invad@d or injured. 

“The greateg? injury by the defendants 
is to the territory in the state of Geor- 
z= f%thin’a rdtius of about 30 miles from 
Ducktown, Tenn., which town adjoins the 
Georgia lin@, and at or near which place 
the defendants, the Ducktownm Sulphur, 
Copper and Iron Company and the Pitts- 
burg an@® Tennessee Copper Coffpany 
operafe the®¥ roast heaps, ovens and ap- 
pliances, generating poisonous, noxious 
and dense an&.inpleasant smoke, fumes 
and gases which are diffused over the 
lands of the state of Georgia, constitut- 
ing a hostile Invasion and public nuisance 
by (a) deprivfig the state and its citizens 
in the sald territory of pure air and sun- 
light: (b) killing all crops, vegetation; (c) 
chards, trees, forests and vegetation; (c) 
preventing the necessary absorption of 
dew, rain and other water. precipitated 
within said region, necessary to supply 
underground reservoirs, springs, streams 
and rivers furnishing water and power 
within the state by reason of all water 
running off as rapidly as precipitated 
within said area; (d) causing sudden and 
dangerous floods and freshets, and wash- 
ing away of all top or fertile. soil, leav- 
ing only a subsoil of decomposing rocks, 
and a barren waste; (e) destroying the 
fertility of qptlying valleys not directly 
affected by said smoke and gases, by the 
decomposed rock, quartz and mica wash- 
ed thereon; (f) damaging and renderin 
unsafe and unpleasant for travel anc 
commerce ifs roads and highways: and 
(z) bv infuring the health of its citizens 
and depriving them of the peaceful en- 
joyment of their homes and property, and 
also of their means of livelihood.” 

Will Be Considered Promptly. 

The motion for leave to file this bill will 
be ma®&e By Mudge Hart and Mr. Johnson 
tomorrow. A decfsion on this point tis ex- 
pecteY within thirty or sixty days. If it 
is favordttT to Georgia, then the case 
will he advariced on the supreme court 
docKet for an early hearing, as states 
have th® right of wav in the supreme 
court of te T’nited States. 

The elVenth Amendment to the consti- 
tution of the United Staes, which makes 
possible such a suit, was brought about 
by the sult of the Chisholm heirs against 
the state of Georgia. Georgia refused 
to answer the complaint, protesting that 
she was a sovereign state, and that it 
was Teneath the dignity of a sovereign 
to be sued. North Carolina, which is in- 
terested in the present case, joined Geor- 
gia in the Chisholm case. Certain terri- 
tory in North Carolina is being damaged 
from these sulphur fumes, just as is the 
case if™Georgli, but that state has taken 
ho action up to the present time to put 
a stop WTO it. 

Heretofore the only suits in the Untted 
States supreme court, where original 
jurisdiction was exercised since the pas- 
sage of the eleventh amendment, have 
been suits involving boundary controver- 
saries, the court acting practically as 
referee. This is the only suit in whfch 
an invasion has been charged that has 
been carried direct to that tribunal. 

The brief which will be filed cites a 
large number of decisions and opinions 
which upholds the different points made, 
which points are summarized in the fore- 
going quotation from the brief. 

If Georgia is successful in this suit ft 
will mean’ either the closing down of the 
‘copper works at Ducktown or a great 
expense In providing some other means 
of reducing the ores so that the gas will 
not be allowed to escape and spread itself 
over the surrounding country. Should 
Georgia lose, it will mean the devasta- 
tion a 20 to 30 square miles of Georgia 
territory by the killing of all vegetation 
upon it.

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HOUGH the legislature refused at 
its last session to pass the bill pro- 
viding for the. election of county 
school commissioners by the people, Jones 
county has taken the bull by the horns 
and decided to have its own way in the 
matter. 

County school commissoiners, as !s well 
known, are elected by the county school 
boards, ‘but in Jones county the other day 
there were several applicants for the po- 
sition, and the fight promised to be a 
pretty warm one. In fact, the county 
school board was anxious to keep out of 
it, and much to its gratification, the can- 
didates finally got together and agreed to 
submit the matter to the people at a 
primary, it being agreed that the board 
should elect whoever got the largest 
number of votes. 

As a result of the primary E. W. Sam- 
mons, the present school commissioner of 
the Gounty, lost out, and T. W. Duffy 
will get the job. Mr. Duffy won by a 
plurality of only 9 votes over his oppo- 
nents. The case is an interesting one in 
view of the fact that this is the first 
time in the state that the people of any 
county have selected their county school 
commissioner, 


To Hold Examinations. 

State School Commissioner W. B. Mer- 
ritt has just prepared and sent out a cir- 
cular letter which will be of interest in 
every county in ‘the state.

The county school commissioner may be 
elected at any time after applicants have 
taken the examination, and before the 
date of the present officer's commission 
expires.

CARPENTER’S SON 
TURNS PLAYWRIGHT 


-_— —- 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

Paris, January 12.—Perhaps nothing 
connected with French theatricals at 
present is more striking than the suc- 
cess of Antoine Brieux, whose play, ‘‘Ma- 
ternity,’’ at the Theater Libre, is one of 
the hits of the Paris season. For Brieux’s 
plays, one and all, have been stage- 
sermons directed against what their au- 
thor considers socia] evils, ang the ap- 
peal which they have made to aud ences 
of the notoriously high-minded French 
capital is the more remarkable ia that 
Brieux absolutely declines to sugar-coat 
the pill. There is little, if any, humor 
in his pieces, and no love interest. Just 
as ‘‘Maternity’’—the most fiercely discuss- 
ed French play of the year—advocates 
exactly such a policy of non-productive- 
ness as President Roosevelt recently call- 
ed ‘race suicide,’’ so ‘‘Les Avaries”’ 
showed how, in the dramatist’s opinion, 
the sins of fathers are visited on chil- 
dren, and ‘‘Les Remplacants’ attacked 
the baby-farming system in Paris. 

But Brieux himself and his curious 
story are even more Striking than the 
Success which his plays have gaineu. 
The son of. a carpenter in a poor quarter 
in Paris, he saw the seamy side day 
after day, and his up-bringing was not 
caiculated to make him afraid of shock= 
ing any one by telling what he knew. 
His father’s shop stood in the heart of 
the famous “old clothes market’’ of the 
Temple, and the paternal Brieux made 
a specialty of constructing coffins. The 
son commenced writing plays with a pur- 
pose when he was 14, and believed in 
himself so thoroughly that he refused 
to learn the carpentry trade—working in 
the shop only when there was an unus- 
ual amount to be done. He served his 
term in the army, and then married a 
girl of hig own class, but who had a lit- 
tle money, and set about what he meant 
should be his life work. But theatrical] 
managers would have nothing to do with 
his early efforts, and one impresario 
asked him how he supposed that any 
busy man would bother to read his hand- 
writing which was blurred and hurried. 
As it happened, the young Madame Brieux 
wrote a copper-plate hand, and so, after 
that, she carried out all her husband's 
efforts. Finally success came to the 
playwright with “L’Engrenage,” which 
the Odeon management produced. His 
rext play, ‘‘Blanchette,’’ was given at 
Antoine's with success, and the moral of 
this play was that poor families did 
wrong in over-educating their daughters 
so as to make them discontented with 
their natural surroundings. 

Porel, the Odeon’s manager, once ask- 
ed Brieux !f he would not consent to 
give 10ve some place in his plays. 

‘“Not,”’ replied the dramatist, ‘‘while I 
have open to me a world so incoherent 
and so tragical, and the rubbish heaps 
of ruined systems need to be cleared 
away.” 

For several vears Brieux has declined to 
work in Paris, and he now visits the 
capitol only when in search of ‘“‘matter’’ 
or when a play of his is in rehearsal. His 
pieces are written in a farm houses, of 
which he is now the sole tenant, in the 
heart of the Lire country. and over 
the gateway to this habitation the dram- 
atist has caused a sign to be rais‘d with 
‘iis significant legend: “I Am Here to 
Be Alone.”’ 


Luck hasn’t been with Arthur Bour- 
enier to any great extent lately. neither 
“Whitewashing Julla’’ nor Haddon Cham- 
bers’ latest play, which this manager pro- 
duced In London, having been a real suc- 
cess, but Bourchier has ecored over his 
rivals in gettine hold of the new vlav 
which W. 8S. Gilbert has written. Lon- 
deners had core to believe that the au. 
thor of “The Mikado” never would give 
the stage apother work. and it is safe 
to say that the first night of the nplece 
with which he has broken his long silence 
will be awaited with Interest such as no 
recent production has aroused. Mean- 
while. absolutely no details are forthcom- 
ing regarding the nature of the play. and 
such reticence seems to be the rule now 
with British dramatists of the first rank. 
Of course, no one outside the theater at 
which it is to be given ever krows anv- 
thing about a Pinero play before the 
curtain rises thereupon, and of late Mr. 
Barrie, too, jhas refused to allow any~- 
thing of real importance to be publish- 
ed concerning the plots of his forthcom- 
ing piece. In the case of “Little Marv.’ 
it is said that Barrie even went so far 
as to bind by affidavit the actors who 
were to perform his play to the effect 
that no inkling of its theme should be 
revealed by them. 


Beerbohm Tree's production of ‘The 
Darling of the Gods” this week was a 
gorgeous example of stage mounting. and 
I am told by a playgoer who has seer 
the American production that the London 
manager had gone Belasco one better. 
As much care was taken for historical 
accuracy and for exactness [{n details of 
costume as for picturesque effects. Tree 
contented himself with the part of the 
villain, and none other than Lena Ash- 
well was “The Darling,’’ yet with al] 
their efforts, and with all the apprecia- 
tion of the scenery, there was genera) 
comment on the thinness of the plot and 
the reminiscent qualities of many of its 
incidents. London has become rather 
used to magnificence in stage setting, 
thanks to the pantomimes, to the Drury 
Lane product:uvn of “Dante,"’ and to Tree’s 
production of ‘‘Ulysses,” and, in conse- 
quence, and although the success of ‘“‘The 
Darling of the Gods’ is assured there is 
little chance of its making such a stir as 
it did in the United States.

_ art galleries, on Whitehall street, a 
notable exhibition of drawnings, wata@&r 
colors and paintings by Hugo A. Fisher, 
Harrison Fisher and Hugo M. Fisher. 
All three of these gentlemen are artists 
a reputation and a very representative 
collection of their work will be exhibiced 
tomorrow morning under the personal di- 
rection of Hugo M. Fisher. The exhibi- 
tion will continue three days. 

A representative of The Constitution 
found Mr. Fisher very busy in his room 
at the hotel arranging and classifying 
the many studies spread out before him. 
Just a word about Mr. Fisher’s appear- 
ance. He is molded on along the heroic 
lines of a’ Greek god, towering inches 
above 6 feet and the shdulders of a mod- 
ern Hercules that even the most con- 
ventional attire could not conceal. The 
resemblance to his’ brother, Harrison 
Fisher, is most striking. To have ever 
known one is to recognize the other at 
rst sight. 

Qne of his brother’s clever’ society 
eketches was lying on the bed. It may 
seem almost presumptive’ to speak of 
Harrison Fisher’s work at this time, for 
he has so long been recognized and ap- 
preciated by the American public as an 
lilustrator not only of genuine merit, 
but exceptional originality as well. He 
has taken the portrayal of the world of 
Boclety and the types that dwell there ag 
his particular field and by his clever 
work he has fenced in for himself a very 
jarge and exclysive portion of the field. 

Mr. Fisher’ reatment of studies is 
distinctively. different from all others. 
First selecting~the wultra-exclusive so- 
elety girl and her compagnions for his 
work, he hag succee@ed in combining the 
likeness of a photograph witxa the char- 
acter of a portmit and adding to the 
combination a certain individual color- 
ing that is pertinently and pleasingly 
“Fisheresque.’’ There is no need to look 
for the signature to his drawings. The 
signature Iles unmistakably in the treat- 
ment of pose’ and draughtsmanship, but 
more especially tn the color scheme, 
which he always adds so effectively in 
his black and white studies. 

The elder Mr. Fisher's work is more 
along the old accepted lines of art. Where 
the sons are illustfators, the father still 
remaing the painter. His water colors 
have received a world-wide reputation 
and there are many Atlantans who will 
recognize in the exhibition that opens to- 
morrow that same delicacy of treatment

which must call to memory, walks and - 


Yalke in the salons of the old world. 

The younger of the Fisher brothers is 
@lso an artist of reputation. He modest- 
ly prefers .to* point out the merits of the 
work of others rather thag speak of his 
own efforts. This Mr. Fishgt—Hugo M. 
Fisher—studied for many yemrs in Paris 
end Munich and as an illustrator was 
connected with The Paris Figaro, Jil 
Blas, Journa] and Frou Frou. In London 
he w&s on the staff of Black and White, 
Sketch and other English publications. 
Like his brother Harrison, he first began 
4s a newspaper illustrator, working on 
The San Francisco Examiner and later 
on The New York Herald. 

Mr. Fisher is a delightful companion 
in the way of submitting to an inter- 
view. With telling touchgs of local col- 
oring, he leads the way mt interesting- 
ly to the odd little courts off London 
streets, the broad boulevards or the Latin 
quarter of Paris or some artistic bit of 
Munich with its quaint little wine rooms 
and the brilliantly colored public squares 
of that artistic municipality. 

Later the conversation drifted into more 
personal channels, incidents and accidents 
in the life of Charles Dana Gibson, Al- 
bert Wenzell, Davenport, the cartoonist, 
and Roudan, the sculptor. 

“Yes, Gibson is certainly a most re- 
markable man in appearance as well as 
in his work. He is built like an athlete 
as I dare say most every one knows, 
and he is always dressed in the most 
conventional attire. Of course, the 
Richaré Harding Davis style is his fav- 
orite type, but he does not look at all 
unlike the well-groomed, smooth-shaven 
society man he so cleverly depicts. You 
know he used to be an office boy in a 
New York commission house, and he had 
a hard time quitting the purely merce- 
nafy for the ideal realms of art.

There 
was a time when he was up against it

when he did quit it was with hundreds 
of disappointments followed by a great 
many more successes, He is always 
thinking of his work and I have seen him 
time and again draw from his pocket 
some modeling clay and form it into a 
hang or foot or something of that sort. 
You simply can’t ston that kind of a 
man and he’s just as hard a worker to- 
day as when he was trying to get a foot- 
ing. And he never has forgotten his own 
disappointments, as very many students 
in the Latin quarter have cause to re- 
member.

AID REQUESTED 
FROM VETERANS 


Asked To Contribute To 
Fund for Georgia at 
St. Louis. 


Savannah, Ga,, January 23.—(Special.)— 
A circular to the various camps of con- 
federate veterans in Georgia was issued 
today by General Peter A. S. McGlaghan, 
who recently succeeded General Clement 
A. Evans as commanding officer of the 
Georgia division of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans. 

The circular is directed to the veterans 
individually, and it calls upon them to 
make voluntary contributions to the fund 
that Is being raised for the‘erection of a 
replica of “Sutherland,”’ the home of the 
late General John B. Gordon, at the St. 
Louls exposition as the Georgia state 
building. 

General McGlashan wag careful to make 
it appear that these donations are in no 
wise compulsory.

A Providential Stroke of Diplomacy. 

It would, perhaps, be too much to 
say that Mr. Hay foresaw the results 
of his recent stroke of diplomacy in 
the Far East, but it certainly has been 
the means of simplifying the compli- 
cations that have arisen between Rus- 
sia and Japan. -Reference is made, of 
course, to the treaty which has been 
negotiated between the United States 
and Japan with respect to the open- 
ing of ports in Manchuria. 

A simultaneous proceeding was the 
negotiation of a similar 
tween Japan and China, but this doc- 
ument would have been ineffective if 
it had stood by itself, for it covered 
precisely the points that have been 
the basis of contention between Japan 
and Russia; and it is morally certain 
that the authorities: representing the 
czar would have taken occasion to 
dispute the right of China to make a 
treaty with Japan with respect to 
ports that are claimed to be within 
the sphere of Russian influence. 

Providentially, however, a_ treaty 
precisely similar in most respects was 
negotiated between the United States 
and China, and there is nothing left 
for Russia to do but to recognize it— 
and this‘recognition carries with it a 
recognition of the treaty with Japan. 
It is curious to observe that since 
Russia learned of the Chinese treaty 
with the United States there has been 


has lowered his bristles and govered 
his teeth, and there seems a possibil- 
ity now that there will be no war at 
all. 

Simultaneously there has sprung up 
in the Russian newspapers many 
signs of bad feeling toward the United 
States. The inspired editors think it 
is a breach of good faith that a 
treaty should have been negotiated 
with China, with respect to open 
ports in Manchuria without saying by 
your leave to Russia; and there are 
many references to the good under- 
standing thgt has heretofore existed 
between Russia and the United States, 
But it should be remembered that the 
good understanding prevailed at a 
time when Russia had no designs on 
ports of trade in which the United 
States were interested—before, in 
fact, the young republic had bécome a 
world power anxfous to push trade 
and commerce to the four ends of the 
earth. pe

gotiated with China cover pretty 
much all the important points in dis-

persistent talk of peace. The bean} 
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if there is war it will be because the 
czar’s government desires to take ad- 
vantage of a nation very much small- 
er, and in that event, Japan will have 
the moral support of the whole civil- 
ized world. Meantime, the treaty 
ports will remain open to trade and 
traffic, for the American republic is 
a factor in the situation not to be 
trifled with. 

Both Japan pnd Russia have been 
quick to see the importance of the 
Chino-American treaty and the Jap- 
anese minister to Great Britain re- 
marks on it’that “the American action 
in enforcing the opening of the Man- 
churian ports was a spléndid example 
of honest diplomacy.” Perhaps it was 
all that and more; for it is certain 
that the signing of the treaty at the 
moment it was signed was providen- 
tial in the sense of timeliness; for it 
has given a cuff to the pretensions of 
the bear from which he will be long 
in recovering.

An Interesting Work. 

Mr. Alfred R. Wallace, who has 
been well termed “the Nestor of sci- 
entific authors,” has recently written 
a volume on “Man’s Place in the Uni- 
verse,” which is published by McClure, 
Phillips & Co. 
book describes it as a study of the 
results of scientific research in rela- 
tion to the unity or plurality of 
worlds. Though the book is from the 
pen of one of the most distinguished 
scientific investigators now living, it 
is to be greatly questioned whether 
the buzzing swarm of so-called scien- 
tists who subsist on the credulity of 
the public will calmly accept his con- 
clusions, which are opposed to most 
of the modern theories and inventions 
of the romancers who disguise their 
calling under the name of science. 

In the first place, the conclusions of 
Mr. Wallace represent a_ reaction. 
We have been surfeited with theories 
to the effect that the planets all 
about us are inhabited, and it has not 
been very long since there was con- 
siderable talk of opening up commu- 
nication with the planet Mars. This 
was to be accomplished by means of 
an immense bonfire, or by méans of 
electric signals gigantic in their pro- 
portions. We were told that -Mars 
had canals, and that the form and 
contour of these were such that they 
must inevitably have been made by 
artificial means, and this idea has 
taken such firm hold on the popular 
mind that a number of enterprising 
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The subtitle of the’ 
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novelists have made trips to Mars in 
their minds, and the adventures to 
be found in that far land were of a 
nature to make the hair of a bronze 
statue stand on end. 

But the conclusions of Mr. Wallace 
are entirely different, and although 
they are not romantic, they are very 
interesting. With all the resources 
and discoveries of real science at his 
command, he concludes that our uni- 
verse is a rounded whole, and that 
our solar system is situated in its cen- 
ter. Thé concurrence of the condi- 
tions that are a necessity of organic 
life exist on our planet, which we call 


| the earth, but they cannot very well 


exist on any other planet, for their 
existence depends on a central situa- 
tion. They cannot exist in the neigh- 
borhood of any other star than our 
sun, nor on any planet revolving 
around the sun except the one on 
which Providence has placed us. 

A planet, to be the seat of life, must 
move in a nearly circular orbit, and 
at such a distance as to receive ex- 
actly the amount of heat and light 
that ours receives, and its atmosphere 
must be formed of a combination of 
oxygen and nitrogen in the proper 
proportions. Gravity must have the 
same force on the surface of the 
planet that ours has, for, were it oth- 
erwise, it could not retain the proper 
amount of atmosphere at the proper 
pressure. Moreover, aqueous vapor 
must be present in quantities suffi- 
cient to produce the right amount of 
rain. In short, as no other planet con 
forms to these conditions, Mr. Wal- 
lace concludes that life exists only on 
our earth. ‘ 

All this agrees with the discoveries 
of real science, but it puts an end to 
the theories of the pseudo-scientists 
who have been so industrious in in- 
venting sensations. Yet it should not 
be forgotten that neither Mr. Wal- 
lace nor the smaller fry can ever have 
any absolute knowledge about our 
universe except that which is before 
their eyes or within the reach of ex- 
periment; and even within these lim- 
itations, they can give no very defi- 
nite account of! things.

wax facetious over it? Is it nothing 
to us, as patriotic American citizens, 
that we are surely, and not so slowly, 
losing, not our populousness, but our 
really American population? In the 
years past our virile Americanism has 
been able to leaven the whole raw 
lump of foreign immigration, assim- 
ilating it to our national characteris- 
tics and making our composite citi- 
zenship. American in its essential 
qualities. This we have been able to 
do through our virility in more senses 
than one, but this we are able to do 
no more. The American part of the 
American nation is fast becoming im- 
potent, and the nation, in the old 
“knownothing” American sense, is 
moribund. The great republic may 
continue to multiply its inhabitants 
and extend its power among, the na- 
tions of the earth, but its American 
individuality will be lost. Fortunate 
will it be if it does not become a poly- 
glot monstrosity—a tertium quid 
among the nations that have pre- 
served their distinctive nationality.

Constitution’s Windy City Correspondent Gathers

HICAGO, January’ 2!.—(Specia! 
( Correspondence.)—We of America 

have been much interested in the 
decadence of the French nation. News- 
paper paragraphers have found a fruit- 
ful field in the fact that the government 
of France hag found it necessary to offer 
bonuses for large families; exempting 
from taxes the heads of families and 
making other concessions to stop the 
race suicide. President Roosevelt has 


}had considerable to say on this subject, 


and thoughtful persons are casting about 
te sce what all this talk is about. One 
daes not need look outside his own city 
or district to observe that what is known 
as the American nation is dying out— 
dying‘ at a frightful rate. By the Amer- 
lcang I mean families who have been 


identified with the country for several 
generations. One has only to take stock 
of his own community to verify this 
statement. Families that formerly boast- 
ed of nine to fifteen and even more chil- 
dpen are now reduced to two or three, 
in rare cases as high as five. It does 
not take a lightning calculator to seé 
how s00n the family name will perish. 
One c&an readily recall among his wn 
acquaintances four or five members of 
a family who have married yet they have 
no offspring. Perpetuation of their kind 
has céased and when they have answered 
the summons the family and family name 
will cease to exist. 
History Repeats Itself. 

Perhaps this is but a repetition of his- 
tofy. Our forefatherg led a simple life. 
They were strangers to luxury, worked 
hard, obeyed the laws not only human 
but divine, and brought up large fami- 
lies. The natural law would have been 
for the memberg of these families to 
marry and go on increasing the popula- 
tion, but the reverse has become’ almost 
the rule. I recali at this time one large 


‘family, seven members of whom are mar- 


ried, yet the total production of the seven 
families igs one child—a girl. When she 
marries the family name will pass. There 
are many such cases. In one block in 
the city of Chicago I recall more than 
fifteen families—that is, man and wife— 

there is not a single child in the en- 
Does anyone fail to see the 
passing of this people? Yet all of the 
persons belong to what is known as old 
American families. Their parents and 
grandparents have been identified with 
the country for generations. But within 
a few years all trace of them will per- 
ish. 

Seliishness Is the Cause. 

Briefiy, this is the effect. Just as brief- 
ly the cause may be set down as pure 
selfishness. We love luxury and dodge 
responsibility. Children interfere with 
our pleasures. 

With the responsibility of bringing up 
one child, or several children, one must 
forego many pleasures. Women who have 
little ones to care for can not devote 


“much time to clubs or matinees or after- 


noon teas. Men who have to feed Many 
little mouths and provide chothes for 
youngsters, unless they are wealthy, 
may have to wear patched clothing, go 
without cigars, avoid the race , track 
and put up with other privations., 

So, as between children and luxury, the 
Americans have chosen luxury, and 
children are few and far between. Wo- 
men who prefer dainty homes with per- 
ishable lace curtains to children and a 
topsy-turvy house, have their dainty 
homes, but the dainty home will pass to 
Strangers after the aged and lonely in- 
habitants~ have drained to th bitter 
dregs thelr selfish draught a have 
been laid away by strangers who have 
no interest In them beyond what they 
may leave of value. 


Flat Life Is Deadly. 

Perhaps the flat life in the great cities 
is largely responsible for this lamenta- 
ble state of affairs. It is no secret that 
in the more pretentious flats children are 
forbidden. They scratch the mahogany 
and mar the velvet hall carpets. Beside 
these henious crimes, they are noisy. 

One may tclerate the terrible din of 
elevated trains, the weird cry of street 
hawkers, the genera) rattlety-bang of life 
in the city, but the merry shouts of 
children are not to be withstood. We 
may endure the noise of commerce Dé- 
cause it is necessary in the race for 
wealth and luxury in which we are a.l 
engaged. We can not stop the wheels 
of progress or commerce, but we can 
drive all the children to the slums aid 
poorer quarters of the city. 

In Chicago, for instance, one can tfra- 
verse block after block in the so-called 
“cwell’’ residence district. Here and 
there Is to be seen an aenemit, over- 
potted hot-house plant of a child. Over 
in the poorer districts one fairly stum- 
bles over the army of children. One 
of these days the hordes from the 
squalid districts will grow to manhood 
anf put their feet wpon the necks of 
the little handful of thin-blooded crea- 
tures in the aristocratic sections, They 
will make the laws, and, being 
largely in the majority, may not 
be too gentle in enforcing them. 


Lesson in Marriage Licenses. 

A glimpse at the dally marriage licenses 
in any of the great cities tells a story 
of its own. In Chicago, for example, 
out of fifty licenses, perhaps six will bé 
American—by this meaning American 
names. A large proportion will be of 
Slavonic or LAtin-American sources. The 
birth statistics tell even a more startling 
story. 

For every child with an American name 
there will be twenty of Slavonic, Italian 
or some other foreign nationality. Of 
course, in time these children will be 
Americans. In fact, the fact of their 
birth in America makes them Americans 
despite thelr names. But the point its 
this: In many respects they are foreign- 
ers; they will be broughs up @yder im- 
ported ideas and influences and they will 
take the place of the children the Amert- 
cans did not bring forth. 

Perhaps, in the regul@r order of things, 
they will tire of the poor quarters and 
spualid surroundings. Then they will 
cultivate luxury and build dainty homes 
and chase the almighty dollar and the god- 
dess of selfish pleasure. When they do, 
children with other names will rise up to 
succeed them. 

Story in, Birth Rate. 

In a book of statistics just issued I 
find that the population of Chicago In- 
creased (approximately) in the last two 
years something like 156,107.

Perhaps it is just 
as well, for the child of today must be 
unusually equipped for the struggle of 
tomorrow. 

1 have heard peeple express their pro- 
found gratitude that they had no children, 
for they fear within a few years a terri- 
ble revolution, growing out of the clashes 
between labor and capital, or the grow- 
ing disregard for existing laws, for hu- 
man life, human rights and property. 

Classes are growing up, stronger and 
more insolent every day, who firmly be- 
lieve they have a right to take’ from a 
neighbor whatever he has they may de- 
sire, be it his household goods or his 
household gods. Perhaps these classes 
will become strang enough to _—_e their 
ideas into effect. Hence persons are 
thankful they are leaving no children to 
fight this unequal battle. 

Lesson Has Come Too Late. 

People of this age fret at the disregard 
for law and wonder why it is that s9 
much leniency is shown what they are 
pleased to designate as the ‘“‘rougher 
classes.’" They fail to remember that 
the dictates of pleasure, some years ago, 
banished to the rougher sections of ths 
city those persons who persisted in rear- 
ing families. Well, these families have 
now grown and are now asserting them- 
selves. 

Having, been brought up in the squalid 
sections, with few refining influences, 
wnat more natural than they should be 
lacking some of the ideas which prevail 
in the districts devoted to selfish pleasures 
alone. Then, too, it may be that their 
mothers rebelled at being herded in the 
poorer quarters solely because they were 
mothers. Naturally their sons and 
daughters will have an inherent resent- 
ment for the conditions and people who 
thus humiliated their parents. When a 
community sows the seeds of discontent, 
it should not groan if the harvest be 
heavy. 

Weeds flourish where flowers will not 
grow. And while one“is nurturing the 
delicate flower, he might well take heed 
of the rapid incursions of what he is 
pleased to term weeds. In time they will 
demand his space and choke out the 
flowers. 


‘Not So in the South. 

These conditions are more peculiar to 
the north than to the south. In the south 
the old families still prevail, One has 
a grandfather and a great-grand‘’ather, 
while in the northern cities, I have heard 
it said that some people were even lack- 
Ing a father or mother. But it is cer- 
tainly true that the old families in the 
north are perishing at a startling rate. 

It will not be many years until the 
only trace of them wiJl be found in the 
cemeteries. Perhaps the children of a 
half century hence will .read these old 
names and laugh at the very oddity of 
them, much as the members of the old 
families now laugh at the odd names of 
the incoming hordes. 

It is the price of selfishness and lux- 
ury. Men have destroyed their nervous 
systems in the mad race for wealth and 
womer have given themselves over to 
high-heeled shoes, tight lacing, late din- 
ners and club life. 

The Americans have had their dainty 
homes, have amassed foftunes, have en- 
joyed life, but they are passing away. 
Perhaps the new nation with the sibilant 
names springing up in their places will 
go through the same experience.

- TRADES UNIONS ARE A STANDING MOB, 


— 


_ SAYS D. M. PARRY, REPLYING TO GOMPERS 


Last Sunday The Constitution Presented the Situation from Labor's Standpoint. 
‘ Today the Representative of 3,000 Factories Gives an 
~ Answer--“‘Arbitration Ridiculous.”

Ww YORK, January 22.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—The trades union 
men of the United States look 
upon David M. Parry,‘ tne preai- 
Gent of the national Associatton 
of Manufacturers, as an enormous 
an overgrown golden calf, which 
is dashing about in the asina shop of the 
labor organizations shattering the 
images. They call him a bloated capital- 
ist with horns, and think he is 17 feet 
high and weighs a ton. The real David 
M. Parry measures 5 feet 6 inches, and 
hé tips the beam at just 125 pounds. If 
he has horns 1 have not discovered them. 
His black hair is well brushed back from 
@ high forehead, his dark face is smooth 
#haven and his eyes are as gentle and 
hig voice ag suave as that of any busi- 
ness man I know. 


Three Thousand Factories. 


Mr. Parry has made himself moted as 
the chief antagonist of organized labor 
In the United States. He has no use for 
labor unions in any shape, and he does 
not hesitate to say so. Hg not only op- 
poses them himself, but he is now the 
president of the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, which has a membership of 3,000 
of the leading factories and corporations 
of this country, covering every part gf 
the United States. He tells me that they 
represent capital running high fnto the 
bdilliuss of dollars and that each pays $50 
@ year to the association as membership 
dues. The association largely represents 
the anti-union sentiment of the country, 
although I venture many of its members 
would not indorse views so radical as 
those of Mr. Parry. 

It was in the of@te of the association 
that I met Mr. Barry. I had come for an 
interview, and he anewered my questiong 
at once. Said he: 


“You ask me why I oppose organized , 


labor. I do it because as it exists in the 
United States it is revolutionary. It 
makes the Declaration of Independence 
and the constitution obsolete documents 
and declares all of us who are so old- 
fashioned ag to believe in individual 
liberty the oppressors of labor and the 
enemies of the race. I believe many of 
the labor leaders would gullotine us if 
they ecould.’’ 
Organized Labor as a Mob. 

“That is rather strong language, Mr. 
Parry,” said I. 

“Yes, but I believe in calling things by 
their right names, Organized labor as it 
now is is a standing mob engaged in acts 
of open rebellion against the government. 
It defies the constituted authorities and 
tries ,to nullify individua] and property 
rights. Such rebellion is worse than that 
which had the secession of the states for 
its object, and I think it is high time the 
country was waking up to the fact. 

“Why, look at it,’’ Mr, Parry yent on. 
“We have had a series of labor insurrec- 
tions during the past year known as 
strikes’ in which the unions have tried 
to force their authority by mob law. They 
denounce the government officials who 
try to restrain them, they are keeping 
their members out of the militia, and 
they have even attempted to make the 
president of the United States violate his 
path of office to please them. In their 
crusade against the exercise of individ- 
ual rights, they have blustered, threaten- 
2d, assaulted and murdered. They even 
threaten helpless women and children, I 
know the leaders of the labor unions will 
disclaim responsibility for such crimes, 
but they are neverthelesg the accom- 
plices of the brutal/and ignorant men 
whom they have incited to commit such 
oturages.’’ 


The Views of a Workingman. 

“What right have you to speak against 
labor, Mr, Parry?’ said I. “Have you 
ever beén a workingman yourself?’ 

~“T have the right of both a working- 
man and an employer,’’ was the teply. 
~- “I have worked all my life, and I work 
now. I began to work on the farm as a 
boy, and I know al] about farm work, 
from the digging of post holes to haul- 
ing manure, I have clerked in a store, 
sold goods On the road and had a hard- 


ware store of my own, I am now an em- _ 


ployer of labor, having several thousand 
hands; J am“also a consumer, and every 
man has a right to discuss matters in 
which he is so vitally interested.”’ 

“How about working at a trade? Do 
you know anything of mechanics?” 

“IT make buggies and I understand 
everything connected with my business 
and have worked at every branch of it.” 

“Could you set a wagon tire?” 

‘T have set thousands of them, I have 
worked with my men, and I think I know 
something of the workingmen of the Uni- 
ted States. It is not right to look upon 
the unions as representing American la- 
bor, for 85 per cent of our workmen do 
not belong to them. I am a friend of the 
workingman, but not of him as a trades 
unionist.”’ 

How One Man Was Boycotted. 

“Have you had any personal expert 
ences with unions in your work?’ 

“If you mean in my factory, I have not. 
I have always run an open shop, @nd #0 
far the unions have refrained from mak- 
' ing any demands upon me in my capaci 
as an employer. Since I have been de- 
- nouncing their methods, however, I have 
had‘ one little experience which shows 
that the agitators were looking for an 
excuse to ruin my business. It Is a Iit- 
“te matter and hardly worth mentioning. 

“A painter one day asked me for a job. 
I had nothing for him in the factory, and 
told him that he might paint the steps 
of my house, although they hardly need- 
ed it. When he got through I paid him 
what he asked, but a few days later the 
walking delegate of the Painters’ Union 
called upon me and said that my steps 
had been painted at a rate less than the 
union scale. I told him I knew nothing 
about his union scale and cared less, and 
showed him out of my office. Then the 
Painters’ Union applied for a national 
boycott on my factory. The application 
passed through the Central Labor Union 
of Indianapolis and was sent up to Pres- 
ident Gompers, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Mr. Gompers came out 
to Indianapolis to see my front door 
gsteps, and in a spech there gave forth 
the startling information that the boy- 
cott had been granted upon the petition 
of the painters. Thus the Parry Manu- 
facturing Company was to be sacrificed 
‘for my personal act, a good example of 
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the sense of justice which animates the 
strike bosses. Well, I was boycotted, 
The boycott was an advertisement, and 
my business has never been larger than 
since it was declared.”’ ’ 


What Strikes Cost the Public. 

“*How about the strikes, Mr. Parry? Do 
they pay the laboring man?” ¢ 

“No,’’ was the reply. “They do not 
benefit the employer, the employee nor 
the consumer. They lessen our respect 
for the law and they shake our faith in 
the perpetuity of our government. Take 
the anthracite strike. The mob dominat- 
ed the mining regions for months and 
the; whole military regions of Pennsyl- 
vania could not or did not meintain law 
and order. In that strike it is estimated 
that $25,000,000 were lost in wages. I 
am not certain ag to the figures. I know 


that the operators lost enormously, but 
the loss of both is as nothing in com- 
parison to that.of the consumers, Every 
householder had his coal bills almost 
doubled by that strike, and even now the 
prices have not come down to the normal 
figures of before the strike. The public 
has already paid milliong and it is still 
paying its tribute to the organization of 
United Mine Workers.” ' 


$125,000,000 Lost on Coal. 
“Have you ever estimated the money 

cost to the consumers, Mr. Parry?” 
“T have tried to,”" wags the reply. ‘We 
know that ft caused a shortage of 25.000,- 
000 tons of hard coal. That much coal 
was not mined on account of the 150.000 
men who were idle during the four or 
five months of the strike. The loss would 
have been just the same if the coal had 
been mined and dumped into the sea, and 
putting the price of the coal at $5 per ton 
it was $125,000,000—almost enough to 
complete the Panama canal. That short- 


age raised the prices of all kinds of fuel 
and the people had to pay the bill. The 
matter was submitted to arbitration. ana 
in its settlement the national arbitration 
board stated that the miners were al- 
ready receiving wages that compared fa- 
vorably with those of men in. other ine 
dustries. Nevertheless, they gave them 
an advance of 10 per cent on their wages, 
and every laboring man of the United 
States now has to help pay that 10 per 
cent when he lights his kitchen fire. He 
also pays for it in every bit of manufac- 
tured goods made with steam. The whole 
public is taxed by the men working ,‘n 
those mines. That ts one of the bean- 
ties of arbitration.”’ 


Arbitration Ridiculous. 

“Then you don’t believe in the law of 
arbitration, Mr. Parry?’ 

“I do not. The constitution of the 
United States is a good enough law for 
me. Either a man has a right to run 
his own business or he has not. If he 
has not we ought to strike the clause 
referring to our property rights out of 
the constitution. The idea of arbitrating 
the question whether an employer can 
employ a man who does not belong to a 
union is absurd. It is revolutionary. Tt 
means that individual liberty Is destroyed 
and that we must bargatn with a lot of 
irresponsible blatherskites for such lib- 
erties as We may be allowed to possess. 
How public men can lend their voices and 
influence to arbitration is beyond my ¢com- 
prehension. L can only account for it on 
the theory that they are afraid of their 
shadows or are willing to sell their pa- 
triotism for the sake of money and politi- 
cal power.”’ 

Strikes and Hard Times. 

“What de you think of the charge that 
the present business depression is caused 
by the demands ef organized labor?’ 

‘I think it is largely s0,’’ said Mr. 
Parry. “The unions havé caused the 
strikes that we have had, and tbe losses 
arising from them have become a nation- 
al disaster. I believe that 1903 will go 
down in history as the year when the 
* gp agitators put a check to a period 
of unparalleled prosperity. The strikes 
they originated have caused an enormous 
loss in our aggregate production, and you 
must always remember that the con- 
sumption is regulated by the amount 
produced. You cannot divide more than 
you have to divide, and any one with a 
thimbleful of brains can see that cutting 
down the production ig not the way to 
make the people rich. In times like this 
it is the masses who suffer most. The 
capitalist can shut down his business and 
still have enough for his personal wants. 
The laborer has only his work, and he 
who is poorest suffers most and longest.” 

“But you do not deny labor the right 
to strike, do you?’ 

“No, I do not. They have that right as 
individuals or collectively, but they have 
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no right to interfere with the business of 
their employers or with the men hired to 
take their places. Many of the deman 
for strikes are so unreasonable that eb 
cannot be granted and the business go 
on. The labor organizations do not con- 
sider that. They act as though labor 
had no jnterest whateyer in the busi- 
ness, an@ if opposed they try to attack 
their employer throtigh the consumers 
of his goods, and by boycott dog’ him 
from one end of the countrys to- the 
other. They prevent others fror§ doing 
the work they will not do themselves, and 
if they succeed in destroying him, as 
they sometimes do, a chorus of glee goes 
up from the labor agitators and their 
followers throughout the whole country. 
They think they have won a great vic- 
tory, when they have actually killed the 
goose which has been laying their golden 
eggs. They remind me of the man who 
tried to improve his personal appearance 
by cutting of his own nose.”’ 


Against the Eight-Hour Day. 

“How about the working day, Mr. Par- 
ry? Can the United States be run on an 
eight-hour basis?’’ 

“I think not. The majority of men work 
ten hours, and that is an indication that 
it requires a ten+hour day to produce 
enough to satisfy the neéds of humanity. 
if you cut the working day to eight hours 
you cut off one-fifth of the total produc- 
tion, and this meang that the people will 
have to be satisfied with four-fifths of 
the commodities that they now get. Or- 
ganized labor does not look upon it in 
that way. It insists upon more of the 
necessities and comforts of fe for ffs 
own peculiar class and therefore de- 
mands that it shall have ten hours’ pay 
for eight hours’ work. This fs practically 
a 25 per cent fncrease of wages and if 
granted it must come out of the con- 
sumers. So, you see, organized labor is 
bound to have a good bargafn even if 
that bargain is rather hard on the rest 
of the population.’’ 

“But, Mr. Parry, John Mitchell and 
Samuel Gompers say that a man can do 
as much in eight hours as he ean in ten.” 

“Yes, I know €hat; but upon the same 
logic he can do @s much in six hours as 
he can in eight, &nd as much in four as 
he can in six. Indeed, you might go on 
and prove that a man can do as much 
by not working at all as he can by work- 
ing ten hours, which is ridiculous. I am 
especially opposed to granting the eight- 
hour day as to government work. I gee 
no reason why the government should 
give ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ la- 
bor any more than an individual should 
be compelled to do so, and think that 
those who favor that law are In Yavor 
of robbing the public treasury.” 


Labor as Capital’s Partner. 

“But, Mr, Parry, speaking of wages, ‘is 
not labor capital's partner? And if 80, 
does it get its share of the profits?’ 

“It gets a big share,”’ replied Mr. Parry, 
“and far more proportionately than the 
capitalist. What are the average divi- 
dends of our big industrial organizations? 
Those which do a safe, steady business do 
not pay more than 4 per cent. That is, 
4 cents on every dollar. That is the profit 
of the capitalist. The balance of the 
earnings are spent for raw materials, rent 
and labor. As time goes on and capital 
accumulates it comes into competition 
with other capital, and its profits de- 
crease, while at the same time the real 
wages—that is, the amount that a man 
can purchase from a day's work—tend to 
rise. Labor gets more and mor and 
capital less and less every year.”’ 


Profit-Sharing Scheme. 


“What do you think of giving the work- 
ingman a share in the business?” 

“I don't believe in it. He will never 
believe that he is fairly treated, and if 
money is lost he will not be willing to 
take his share of the losses. He looks 
upon it as a matter of charity, and it 
is a bad thing all around. We had a 
manufacturer at:Indianapolis who cdllea 
his men. together a year or 80 ago anu 
told them that his profits had been such 
during the past twelve months that he 
could afford to make them a present of 
5 per cent of his earnings in addition to 
their wages and at the end of the speech 
each man was given an envelOpe con- 
taining his share. After the employer left 
the men held a meeting, and onAof them 
got up and said® 

“* *How-do we know the old man i6 tell- 
ing the truth, and that we are getting our 
full 5 per cent. I think we ought to 
have a committee appointed to go and 
look at the books.’ 

“This was done, and a committee called 
on the employer and asked for his books. 


| The employer looked uo in surprise, say- 


ing: 

“*T don't understand?’ 

“Well,” replied the committee, ‘you say 
we are parfners and that you have given 
us 5 per cent of the profits of the bust- 
/ness. How do we know that we got our 
full 5 pr cent? We should like to see 
the books.’ | 

“This almost paralyzed the employer,’ 
continued Mr. Parry. ‘He waited a mo 
ment, and then said: ‘Why; men, that 
money was a present from me. You are 
not entitled to any more than your wages, 
and I need not have given you a cent.’ 
He thereupon dismissed them, and that 
was the last time he took his men into 


partnership.”’ .

WILL BE PROBED 


ee 


Fight Over Mormonism Is | 


Billed for the 
Senate. 


Washington, January 23.—The senate 
committee on privileges and elections 
has decided te investigate the charges 
filed against Reed K. Smoot, the Mor- 
Mon senator from Utah, 

The committee did not attempt to de- 
cide how extensive the inquiry should 
be, leaving that point for future determi- 
nation. Some of the members of tae 
committee express the opinion that wnea 
the investigation is once entered upon it 
will be impossible to prevent going into 
afl the points thoroughly. They agrce, 
however, with the more conservative 
members that it is wise to leave the c€x- 
tent of the work to be done to future 
developments. ‘The resolution will provd- 
ably be introduced in the senate Mon. 


day. 

The committee had before it Senator 
Smoot’s reply to the Specific. charges 
made by Mr. Taylor at the meeting on 
the 16th instant, and it was agreed that 
the charges and the reply constituted a 
sharply joined issue, especially in the 
point as to the interference of the Mor- 
mon church in temporal affairs. Most 
of the committee express their opinions 
that whether Mr. Smoot is a. polyga- 
mist will constitute the principal point 


of inqulry. 

Mr. Smoot’s reply to the charge that 
the autherity of the church Is accep‘¢a 
as supreme in all matters is as follows: 

“I deny that the Mormon priesthoad, 
according to the doctrine of the churca 
or the belief or practice of its membe-:- 
ship, igs vested with, or aSsumes to exX- 
ercise, supreme authority in all things, 
temporal, spiritual, civil or political. 1 
admit that the first presidency of (the 
church has supreme authority in things 
spiritual and things temporal reating 
to the property, business and 4affairs % 
the church itself. 

“TY admit that the head of the churck 
claims to receive divine revelations. 1 
admit and aver that I am bound to 4&c- 
cept and obey such revelations so far, 
and so far only, as they relate to things 
spiritual or to the property, business or 
affairs of the church itself. And I espe- 
clally deny that I am or can be bound 
in any way to obey any such revelations 
when such obedience would be a viola- 
tion of the constitution or laws of the 
United States or of the state of Utah.’’ 

Other points made in the reply were 
fully covered by Mr. Smoot’s first. state- 
ment and by the statements of his at- 
torneys at the committee hearing last 


Saturday. 
URGENT DEFICIENCY MEASURE. 


A Total of $11,251,308 Carried by 
the Bill. 

Washington, January 23.—The urgent 
deficiency appropriation bill was com- 
pleted today by the house committee on 
appropriations. The bill carries a total 
of $11,251,308, based on estimates from 
the vyarious departments aggregatinz 
$12,488,209. Some of the larger items 
in the bill are: 

Two million dollars for armament 4nd 
armor for new ships; $200,000 for the 
naval station at Guantanamo, Cuba; 
$100,000 for Alaskan boundary survey; 
$570.000 for construction of a new Ofn¥e 
building for the house of representatives; 
$145,000 for mileage for members and 
senators: $300,000 for rural free delivery, 
and $2,400,000 for collecting the customs 
revenues. 

The report of the commitee contains a 
statement by Assistant Secretary Arm- 
strong, of the “treasury, on the subject 
of the deficieney for collecting the rev- 
enues, embodying as a request the coun- 
try be redistricted for this purpose. A 
provision authorizing the president to ef- 
fect this redistricting is embodied in the 
bill as ‘“‘new legislation.” 

The secretary stated that it was not 
the intention to abolish collection ports 
but many could be consolidated with 
economy of administration. He called 
attention to the fact there were sSomo- 
thing like fifty districts in which it costs 
$600 to collect a single dollar.

Women at Loutsiana Fair. 


T last women seem to appreciate 

A wm being’ relegated to a Dutiding 

all to themselves at the great expo- 
sitions of the world is by no means the 
medium .through which their achieve- 
ments win just recognition, and at the 

Loulsiana Purchase fair the work of 
women will be exhibited along with that 
of men, and jaidged altogether according 
to its merits. There will be a woman's 
building, but that privilege in no way 
prohibits women artists, sculptors, invent- 
ors Or workers along any line exhibiting 
their wares wherever they elect to do so. 

Still more to the real advantage of 
women is the fact that under a special 
act of congress creating the lady board 
Of managers to the fair, it is ordered that 
the boasd shall appoint one member of 
every jury that is to pass upon the work 
that is produced in whole or in part 
by female labor. 

This is eminently just for in a list of con- 
cessions, so far published, there is hard- 
ly a department in connection 
with the exposition where there 
is not a representation of woman’s work. 
The number of juries to be appointed is 
about 1,200 and women are represented 
among the sculptors and painters who are 
decorating the grounds and buildings, and 
there is a woman contractor playing a 
conspicuous part in the construction of 
several of the buildings, and there are 
innumerable women concessionaires.

HOSE who like the flavor of guava 
- often learn to prefer guava cheese to 

the familiar jelly. The cheese is 
made by reducing the fresh fruit by long 
eooking to a firm conserve, something 
like apple butter. It comes in pretty 
boxes, and is thick enough to stand slic- 
ing. For dinner with the cheese and 
toasted crackers, with muffins at the tea 
table, or to take the place of marmalade 
at breakfast, guava cheese is recommend- 
ed. 


The best guavas are now grown in Flor- 
ida. Even the foreign market is largely 
supplied by Florida, Instead of Jamaica, 
as of old. Another tropical product which 
the state produces at a profit is the alli- 
gator pear. That dainty is now a recog- 
nized one on New York tables, and is 
finding its way into other parts of thé 
country. Combined with tomatoes or let- 
tuce and dressed with pkain ofl and vin- 
egar, it makes a delicious salad. 

Cabbage salad, ff carefully made, is 
very delicate. It is especially good with 
beefsteak or roast mutton. Chop the 
nicest leaves very fine, and toss lightly 
with a fork, at the same time sprinkling 
with salt. Prepare a rich mayonnaise, 
and gradually, still tossing with a fork, 
incorporate the sauce with the salad. 
Serve on lettuce leaves. 

Vanilla cream frozen very hard ts the 
foundation of a very good dessert. Scoop 
up the cream in ball molds and roll] in 
shredded cocoanut. Serve with a sauterne 
sauce made as follows: Boil one cup of 
sugar and a half cup of water to a sirup. 
When partly cooled, pour in a claret giass 
of sauterne. The sguce may be colored a 
delicate green. 

In winter, when all foods are high, rx‘ 
tritious cream soups help out the mmu 
wonderfully, and are economical besides. 
Split pea soup is an old standby, but not 
every one knows how good cream of lima 
beans is. Soak a cup of*dried beans over- 
night, and in the morning drain and put 
over the fire with two quarts of water. 
Cook until the béans can be pressed 
through a colander or a sieve. Cook 
a small onion and two or three pieces of 
carrot In plenty of butter until they are 
brown. Remove the vegetables, and add 
to the butter an equal quantity of flour 
and some pepper and salt. As the roux 
thickens, moisten with a little of the 
bean puree. Add the roux to the beans,

Free and _ unlimited companies’ will 
shake the trust dust from their feet, their 
stage settings and their gowns, and 
they will win by the action. Very often, 
much of the enjoyment of the ‘‘big’’ 
shows headed by renowned thespians is 
greatly marred, if not ruined, by an ele- 
ment in the support that is nothing less 
than amateurish. The question is, how 
long must we stand for this sort of thing? 
It may be argued that half a loaf is bet- 
ter than none, but some day in the very 
near future some theatrica] baker will 
come along and serve the full-sized loaf, 
and when he does, right then he wil] win 
a trade that will line his jeans with sold 
certificates of the realm and thankfwu)- 
ness in’ the hearts of Atlantans and all 
southerners. 

A Talk with Mr. Crane. 

The writer dropped back for a few min- 
utes’ talk with Mr. Crane. The inter- 
viewing of actors is very often a bore. 
They will tell you a great many things, 
Incidentally they will tell you in a very 
coy and reluctant way what tremendous 
Successes they have made, and how 
“Perfectly dear Atlanta is,” and a great 
deal more of the same kind of rot, which 
in the transcribing would just about wear 
out the letter ‘‘l’’ of the most substantia] 
tyepwriter on the market. There are 
others who are delightfully different. 
They don’t try to throw off the same 
glittering generalities that have been 
drummed into the cars by an enterpris- 
ing press agent since the season first 
started. Mr. Crane is one of these.

There is no doubt tn 
my mind as to the way he used to lead 
his men in aetion. I don’t see how they 
could help following him. What a truly 
great actor he would have made?

Russell, of Massachusetts, Talk about 
your wiping away of sectionalism, that 
Particular ovation pushed the Mason and 
Dixon line into oblivion for further or- 
ders. To me it seemed most significant 
that Georgia and Massachusetts should 
be honored in such a way. And now they 
are both together again. ‘Billy’ Russell 
asked me to go with him on that last 
camping trip when he was found dead 
in his bed, If that brilliant young dem- 


ocrat was only alive today.” 

But just then “Billy Brue’s’’ automo- 
bile horn gasped a warning and as this 
proved to be Mr. Crane’s cue, the in- 
terview was suddenly interrupted. 

Rose Coghlan’s Play. 

It- was the writer's privilege to enjoy 
the matinee of Rose Coghlan in “The 
Greatest Thing in the World’’ and then 
later to drop in for a few minutes at the 
evening performance, And in the words 
of ‘Mark Antony: “Oh what a fall was 
there, my countrymen.’ It may have 
been due to some indisposition or for 
some other good reason, but the change 
was most marked. The leading lady 
seemed listless and disinterested. This 
listlessness proved epidemic and the play 
dragged at times in a way calculated 
to destroy some of the best things in the 
beautiful play. Without knowing the rea- 
sons it would be unjust to make any 
harsh comment, but there Is no disputing 
the fact that between the matinee and 
the evening performance there was a 
great gulf fixed and where the waters 
of the afternoon were quiet and placid, 
those of the evning were rough and tur- 
btlent. 

But “The Greatest Thing in the World” 
was a play with a mission which it pro- 
ceeded to teach in a most effective way. 
We have had a great many of the so- 
called ‘‘problem plays” lately and it 
seems quite in vogue to instruct as 
well as entertain in things drama-wise 
of late. But then we are only going back 
to first principles. You remember what 
Marcus Aurelius had to say: ‘Tragedies 
were first produced to remind men of 
actual experiences and to suggest both 
that it is natural that such things should 
happen, and also that if these events 
entertain us when exhibited on the stage, 
we shotld put up With them on the 
larger stage of life without repining.’’ 

Do not the words of this ancient critic 
fit exactly ‘‘The Greatest Thing in the 
World?’ 

Then says the philosopher: ‘Tragedy 
was followed by the ancient comedy, 
which, with the outspokenness of qa tu- 
tor and with frank reproof, played a 
most useful part in promoting humility.” 

Does not this comment in turn, apply 
to “The Old Homestead?’ The writer 
has the opinion of Judge Lumpkin, quot- 
ed in the criticism following the first 
performance, to support this fact. And 
right here just a word about that aggre- 
gation, It’s the greatest family company 
on the road. There are more brothers 
and *sisters and uncles and aunts and 
cousins in the Denman Thompson aggre- 
gation than you could find in any other 
three companies. Why every perform- 
ance is nothing less than a family re- 
union. They are not very clever, per- 
haps, but they are unique in this partic- 
ular at least. And did you notice that 
in proof of the fact that people like the 
old things best, the double quartet con- 
tinued to sing the old favorites just as 
they have been doing since the memory 
of man runneth not to the contrary. And 
the big house would have nothing else. 

Comedy and Comedy. 

Just one more word from Marcus Aun- 
relius: ‘‘Next consider well the middle 
comedy, and then the new, noting the 
purpose for which it was introduced, 
and how, little by little, it degenerated 
into mere cleverness of mimicry. That, 
they too, contain many good passages 
is admitted; but what was the whole 
scope and alm of the school of poetry 
and drama”?’’ 

Now doesn’t that fiil] tae bill so far as 
“Alphonse and Gaston,” the “big musi- 
cal comedy,” was concerned except that 
we do not remember any cleverness of 
mimicry or having to admit to many 
good passages, And isn’t it equally true 
that we like the ajeverncess of mimicry 
better than the others when it is clever. 

Just take the words of Marcus Aure- 
lius for it, and the world or the stage, 
either, hasn't changed 80 very much,

man, of Dayton, Tenn., supervisor of 
water tanks of the Alabama Great South- 
€¢rn railroad, and Miss Nettie Farley, of 
Moundville. : 

The number of wounded is estimated 
at sixty-five, of whom about a dozen are 
expected to die. 

The whites who were fatally hurt are 
Mrs. Kasiah Farley and Jack Uriffin. 
Ten negroes are also expected to die 
from injuries. 

Relief measures are also being taken 
by the citizens of Tuscaloosa, under the 
leadership of General W. W. Brandon, 
adjutant general of Alabama. Six hun- 
dred dollars was raised for the suffer- 
erg yesterday afternoon, while the pu- 
pils from the female colleges at Tusca- 
loosa went to Mdundville and served hot 
coffee and food to the destitute ana 
wounded, 

Telegrams have been sent from Bir- 
mingham offering assistance. 

Hobson Directs Nurse Corps. 

The tornado-swept district is a scene 
of much desolation. Spectators from all 
sections are coming in on every train. 
Captain Richmond Pearson Hobson, who 
has been doing much to alleviate pain 
and suffering in the stricken community, 
accompanied a volunteer corps of doc- 
tors and professional nurses from the 
Alabama insane hospital to Moundville 
this morning. 

As soon as the victims receive? medi- 
ca] attention they wil] be carried to 
Greensboro, Ala. For miles around heart- 
rending neWs of suffering is being re- 
ceived. Many horribly mangled victims 
were twenty-four hours without atten- 
tion owing to the great scope of the ¢y- 
clone. 

An eye-witness of the scene describes 
the cyclone as resembling great dark 
clouds, one from the east, fhe other 
from the west, which met one mile south 
of Moundville, causing a tremendous 
roaring, great gulches, being plowed 
through the earth where the clouds met. 

Four Killed Near Sumter. 

Birmingham, Ala., January 23.—News 
reached here today that a storm struck 
a settlement near Sumter, in the south- 
ern part of this county, yesterday and 
destroyed a number of houses and killed 
four negroes and injured sever’? others.

Young Green, Whose Marriage An- 
gered Father of Young Bride, 
Finally Wins Parental Bless- 
ing, as Well as Girl 
He Loves. 


Brunswick, Ga., January*23.—The sen- 
sational Green-Martin marriage affair is 
finally at an end, and has resulted, like 
most cases of this kind, in a victory 
love.

Alleged Murderer Captured. 


Raleigh. N. C. January 23.—Will 
Adams, the negro under suspicion as the 
murderer of the negro woman, Bridgers, 
and her two young children, was captured 
this morning before day. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon the woman and children were 
brained with an ax, in a cotton patch. 
The alleged murderer was located in his 
home, and made a desperate resistance. 
The posse after him fired into the win- 
dows, and were beginning to break into 
the house, when Adams surrendered. He 
has made a partia] confession. 
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were on board were saved. Through the 
dense fog the cries of the doomed crew 
appealed for help and the life savers 
tried repeatedly to reach the wreck, but 
without spcecess. The Beavy seas flung 
back the life boat, while the ‘thick fog 
velled the schooner from sight and pre- 
vented the use of any lines to reach the 
wreck. 


The schooner went ashore soon after 
mi¢right and during the early morning 
hours the cries of the crew attracted at- 
tention. Soon after daylight the wreck 
began to go to pieces, fragments that 
reached shore giving the name of the 
vessel. 

Within a few hours the schooner had 
broken up completely and of her crew 
of seventeen cnly two survived. These 
were the second mate and one sailor 
who reached the shore on a piece of 
wreckage. The schooner wes in com- 
mend of Captain Conary and wes bound 
from Norfolk to Boston with a cargo 
of coal. 

The vessel] and its cargo were valued at 
$35,000. 

The men saved were Second Mate 
George Ebert, of Cleveland, Ohio, and a 
Swede, who was unconscious when 
washed on the beach, and whose name 
could not be ascertained. 


Stranded in Fog. 

The vessel was in command of First 
Mate Conary, who took charge of her in 
Place of Cantain Robert Blair when she 
last left Boston. Soon after midnight, 
during a dense fog, the schooner strand- 
ed a few hundred feet from the beach, 
and about a mile west of the Quogue life 
Saving station. A lIffe saving patrolman 
heard the cries for help of those on board 
and summoned the crew. -For hours the 
life savers were able to hear the cries 


of the men on the vessel, which was 


near at hand, but buried in the fog. They 
were absolutely unable to help the men. 
Time and again they launched théir boat, 
only to have it hurfed back to the shore 
by the heavy surf. The life savers also 
had recourse to life lines. but the shots 
carrying the lines either fell wide or 
Short of the invisible mark. 

Soon after daylight masses of wreckage 
‘began to come ashore, indicgting that the 
vessel was rapidly breaking up. About 
noop a spar with a man clinging to it 
was seen tossing in the outer line of 
breakers. After a line had been shot 
across it and made fast by the man he 
was pulled ashore and proved to pe 
Second Mate Ebert. A few minutes later 
another sailor was seen on a mass of 
wreckage and half a dozen life savers, 
forming a human chain, dashed into the 
surf and drew him ashore. He was un- 
conscious and continued in that condition 
at a late hour tonight. 

Cries Grew Fainter and Fainter. 

The cries of those remaining cn the 
wreck continued to grow fainter and 
fainter during the afternoon and finally 
ceased altogether. One body = drifted 
ashore, but it was so disfigured as to be 
unrecognizable. It is believed that opty 
the bow of the vessel remains on the 
bar and from this the exhausted seamen 
dropped one by one until all were swept 
away. 

Mate Ebert, after being taken to the 
lifesaving station, said that the vessel 
stranded in the fog, having mistaken the 
Shinnecock Jight for the headlight of a 
steamer. The offcers believed they were 
at least 25 miles off shore and in no 
danger when the vessel suddenly struck 
and began to pound to pieces in the neavy 
stea that was running on the bar. 

Great waves swept the vessel's decks. 
the masts snapped off like pipe sten.s and 
with the rigging were carried away by 
the tremendous sea. As the hull began to 
to pieces the members of the crew 
were driven toward the bow, where they 
hung as best they could. Elbert was 
clinging to some wreckage on the deck 
when the whole mass went overboard, 
carrying him with it. 

Ebert wag unable to give the names of 
any of the crew, most of whom were 
shipped at Noffolk. 


REPUBLICANS OF TENNESSEE. 


Nashville April 7. 

Nashville, Tenn., January 23.—The re- 
publican state exé€cutive committee this 
morning selected Nashville and April 7 
as the place and time of holding the 
state convention for the selection of del- 
egates to the national convention and 
the nomination of candidates for the elec- 
tors and state officers. 

The committee unanimously adopted 
resolutions indorsing the Roosevelt admin- 
istration and favoring the instructing 
of delegates to vote for his nomination.

her murderer form the only clue. One ar- 
rest has been made, A red mustached 
man who lhoked as though he had been 
in a struggle, wag arrested, but easily 
proved his innocence and was released. 
The hairs found in the girl’s hand were 
from a white man. A bloody fire brick 
found near the body was used to kill 
the girl. 

The parents of the victim have ar- 
rived’ here and wil] return to Elkhart 
with the body. Three courts of inquiry 
are being held by Coroner Plumber, Jus- 
tice Fletcher and Mayor Smith. All the 
suspicious characters of Bedford have 
been apprehended and examined ag to 
their whereabouts on the night of the 
murder. Sheriff Morris, of Floyd county, 
has returned home with his bloodhounds. 
They were not able to follow the tracks 
of the murderer. The first witness before 
the mayor’s court of inquiry described 
the finding of the body. 

Her Brown Hair in Dirt. 

The heavy, dark brown hair was mat- 
ted in the dirt of the alleyway as she 
had lain with her face exposed to the 
rain. The boddy was in such a position as 
to lead to the belief that there had been 
no struggle in the shed. The struggle 
had taken place in the alley as she 
wag borne down to the shed by her as- 
Sailant. Misg Schaefer wore a tam-o’- 
shanter hat. Her dress was torn open 
in front, though the little jacket she 
wore was not torn, Five gashes and 
bruises were found on the head, The 
skull was fractured in three places; one 
over the left eye; one at the base of 
the brain and one to the right of this. 
Her clothing was torn. and the skirts of 
the dresg jerked loose from the belt. 

It was testified that Miss Schaefer left 
her boarding house at Mrs. Martha 
Johnston’s, on L street, between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets, at 6:30 
o’clock to go to her room on Thirteenth 
and M streets, two squares away. About 
half way she passed the mouth ofthe 
alley where she was attacked. No one 
heard screams until 9 o'clock, when Mrs. 
W. D. Elliott, who lives at Fourteenth 
and Elm streets, near where the body 
was found, says she heard a woman 
scream, She went to the door, but the 
scream was not repeated. The conclusion 
ils taken from this that Miss Schaefer 
might have been merely rendered un- 
conscious by the first attack and recov- 
ered later when she was struck again 
with the brick and _ killed. Blood 
splashes found on the cab in the shed in- 
dicate that Miss Schaefer was struck in 
the shed and was in a standing position 
when struck. 

The condition of the body Was such 
as to justify the bellef of the physi- 
clans who held the autopsy that the girl 
lived for several hours after she received 
the blows. The police believe her wounds 
were not al] caused by blows with the 
brick. The blood stains were found on 
it but no hair. 

Fearful Struggle with Slayer. 


No motives are known for the crime. 
Miss Schaefer was not robbed. She was 
killed, but not otherwise mistreated. 
She had a fearful struggle with the as- 
sassin. No one heard an outcry at the 
time when the first attack Is supposed 
to have taken place, although there are 
houses all around the place where the 
body was found. The accepted theory of 
the police is that the murderer was known 
to his victim and he approached her 
without creating any suspicion in her 
mind and that he dealt a blow that ren- 
dered her unconscious. 

Miss Schaefer received many letters, 
all of which she destroyed after reading. 
A few days ago she received a letter 
containing thirty-five closely written 
pages and this she read severa] times 
before she destroyed it. So far as can 
she talked to no one 
concerning this letter, but while reading 
it appeared at times considerably ex- 
The police have been told also 
that Miss Schaefer jokingly said to a 
friend that her sweetheart was in town 
and that she had ‘‘fired’’ him, but that 
he would not stand the fife. Detective 
Jacob Haager, of Louisville, Ky., for- 
merly chief. of police of that city, has 
been put in charge of the case. Accord- 
ing to one witness, she was at the cor- 
ner of Fourteenth and M streets at 7 
o’clock Thursday evening. A tall man 
wearing a long overcoat identical with a 
man seen walking past the Johnson house 
earlier was noticed to be talking with a 
woman of medium size wearing a tam- 
o-shanter hat. The parties were quarrel- 
ing and the man said: 

“By God, you will.”

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GREAT TZARSKORE-SELO PALACE - 
WHERE CZAR HELD COUNCILS OF WAR 
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The Famous Royal Residence of the Czar Near St. Petersburg. 
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Special Correspondence. 
ONDON, January !3.—Recent mail 
g from Russia brought me, opportune- 
ly enough, a new photograph of the 


Tzarskoie-Selo palace, near St. Peters- 


burg, at which was drawn up the other 
day one of the most anxiously awaited 
and portentous documents of recent 
times. For it was at this favorite coun- 
try residence of the Russian imperial 
family that the council was held Sunday, 
January 3, presided over by the czar 
@nd attended by Grand Dukes Vladimir 
and Alexis, M. Witte and the ministers 
of foreign affairs, war and marine, at 
which Russia's final reply to Japan was 
decided upon. 

“Tzarskole-Selo’’ means ‘“czar’s vil- 
lage,"” and the toWn to which it applies 
fg about 15 miles from the capital. On 
its outskirts stands the Tzarskoie-Selo 
palace, and, oddly -enough, the town 
takes its name from the residence and 
the residence its name from the town. 
It happened in this way: Peter the Great 
was the first czar go pitch upon this dis- 
trict as a place of abode, but he built 
there only a cottage, a hot house and a 
zoological garden. In the beginning the 
nearby village was known as Saari, but 
as Peter I sperstt more and more time at 
his rural abjding place, the town grad- 
ually got to be known by its present 


name. And when the successors of the 
great czar built a palace on the site of 
his characteristically modest cottage and 
“‘zoo,”’ it, too, was called ‘‘Tzarskoie- 
Selo.”’ ; 

This palace is one the most magnificent 
in the possession of the ruler of all the 
Russias and the imperiqi family inhabit 
it constantly during the summer, when 
the surrounding district becomes the cen- 
ter of Russian social life, all the great 
folk of St. Petersburg taking apartments 
in the nearby village. There are, in fact, 
two palaces, and they stand in a mag- 
Nificent park. The newer of the two 
royal residences is known as the Alexan- 
der palace, but it is the ancient pile, 
Tzarskoie-Selo, which is of special] in- 
terest both on account of its historical 
association and its splendor. 

The palace was built during the reign 
of Catherine I and Elizabeth, but it was 
beautified chiefly by Catherine II, By her 
orders every statue and pedestal, every 
capital of a column, as well as all the 
vases, carvings and other ornaments of 
the building’s front were covered with 
gold leaf at a cost of more than three 
million dollars, In qa few years, however, 
this wore off, when the contractors who 
were consulted about replacing it offered 
the empress half a million silver rubles, 
or about four hundred thousand dollars, 


for the remaining fragments of gold teaf, 


Her majesty, however, made the haughty 
reply that she was “not in the habit of 
selling her old clothes.’ 

The front of Tzarskole-Selo is at pres- 
ent stained green, white and yellow. In- 
side it is fitted up with a magnificence 
which would put Aladdin’s palace to the 
blush. The floors of many of the apart- 
ments are of solid ebony and the fittings 
of ome of the finest rooms entirely of 
lapis jazuli. The wonder of the palace, 
however, is the amber room, the walls of 
which are literally panelled with that 
material. In the bed chamber of Cathe- 
rine II the walls are of white porcelain, 
while those of the banqueting room are 
covered to the height of nine feet with 
pure gold, with which the ceilings of 
almost all the other state apartments 
also are lavishly ornamented. 

When the imperial family is at Tzar- 
skoie-Selo, the former apartments of Al- 
exander I, the “republican czar,’’ are

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“DON’T RESTRAIN LUNATICS; — 


LET ’EM KILL THEMSELVES!” 


Dr Robert R. Rentoul Declares That To Place Folk 
of Unsound Mind in Asylums Is 
To Foster Insanity. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

ONDON, January 12.—Perhaps né 
[ more extraordinary suggestion ever 

has been made by a medical man of 
acknowledged standing than that just put 
forth by Dr. Robert Reld Rentoul, of the 
British Royal College of Surgeons, to 
the effect that lunatics, instead of being 
placed under restraint, as at present. 


should be allowed to destroy themselves 


with ag little loss of time as possible, ac- 
cording to what this medico »elieve¢ to 
be nature’s plan. 

Dr. Rentoul, who recently was a mem- 
ber of the general council of medical ed. 
ucation of Great Britain, and who is also 
the author of several medical works 
which are acknowledged as authorita- 
tive, claims to have the best ground for 
his belief that if left alone all crazy folk 
eventually would destroy themselves, and 
he regards institutions for the treatment 
and cure of dementia as a useless ex- 
pense. 

“At present,” he says, “we are engaged 
in the apparently pleasant pastime of 


|} manufacturing lunatics and others of this 
class.”’ 

The doctor declares, too, that no effort 
should be made to prevent would-be sul- 
cides from taking their lives. ‘In our 
efforts,’’ he says ‘‘to check suicide by pro- 
tecting and controlling would-be self de- 
stroyers, in permitting many to beget a 
tainted offspring; in spending immense 
sums of money upon the up-keep of the 
unfit—do we not, in reality, actively sup- 
port the survival of the unfit? 


What Nature Would Do. 

“Think how nature would reduce the 
number of lunatics to the smallest propor- 
tion were she not so persistently thwart- 
ed! Among a very large portion of the 
insane there is a marked suicidal tenden- 
cy—some call it a ‘manta.” 

“We do all in our power to prevent sul- 
cide. Years ago suicides were buried at 
the public cross roads, a stake being 
driven through the body. Fortunately 
this has not acted as a deterrent. Today 
we build palatial residences and appoint 
immense staffs to protect lunatics from 


their mental impulses. Again, our legis- 


of 


lature attempts to make the odtaining 
of poisons as difficult as possible. 

“Yet although thousands of pounds are 
expended yearly upon the care of luna- 
tics, nature’s method—that of suicide— 
goes on, as it must and will go on. Not 
only so, but, fortunately, it Increases.” 

Dr. Rentoul agrees with army medical 
examiners and the numerous private prac- 
titionérs who have insisted for some time 
that the physical standard of the Brittsh 
race is degenerating and by applying the 
ancient maxim of the connection between 
a healthy mind and a healthy body, 
claims foundation for his reasoning on 
the latest statistics. 

In England and Wales one person in 
every $01 is an officially notified lunatic, 
while in Scotland and Ireland the per- 
centage is slightly lower, one in 247 an@ 
One In 206 being the respective numbers. 

The records show that in 1901, nearly 
a fourth of those who applied for army 
enlistment were rejected as physically 
unfit, while more than a thousand more 
were discharged for this reason within 
three months after their enrollment. 


Discharged Lunatics Marry. 


This physician also believes that some- 
thing shoulq be done, and in a hurry, to 
control the marriages of persons dis- 
charged from asylums. 

In support of his content‘on, he points 
out that from 1865 to 1903, 8,933 lunatics 
were discharged from asylums in this 
country as “recovered,” and that 2,285 of 
them had to be readmitted. 

He mentioned one case of @ man who 
was discharged from an asylum and who, 
within a few months, married the 
daughter of a woman who had been in 
the same asylum for years. 

Another case instanced is that of g¢ man, 
“dull and partially idiotic,’’ who married 
a woman more than half idiotic. They 
had nine children, all idiots! 
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THE VOLUNTEER COUNSEL 


(From an Old Newspaper.) 

OHN TAYLOR was licensed, when a 
* | youth of 21, to practice at the bar 

of Texas. He was poor, but well 
educated, and possessed extraordinary 
genius. The graces of his person, com- 
bined with the superiority of his intellect. 
enabled him to win the hand of a fash- 
fonable beauty. Twelve months after- 
wards the husband was employed by a 
wealthy firm of the city to go on a mis- 
sion as land agent to the west. As a 
heavy salary was Offered, Taylor bade 
farewell to his wife and infant son. He 
wrote hack every week, but received not 
@ word in answer. Six months elapsed, 
when the husband received a letter from 
his employers that explained all. Shortly 
after his departure fer the west hie wife 
and her father removed to Mississippi. 
There she immediately obtained a di- 
vorce by an act of the legislature, mar- 
ried again forthwith, and, to complete 
the climax of cruelty and wrong, had 
the name of Taylor’s son changed to 
Markets—that of her second matrmvalal 
partner. This perfidy drove Taylor in- 
gane. His career after that period was 
ecoentric in the first degree. At last, a 
fever carried him off at a comparatively 
early age. At an early hour on the 9th 
of ApTil, 1840, the court house in Clarkes- 
ville, Tex., was crowded to overfiow- 
ing. Save in war times past, there never 
had been witnessed such a gathering 
gn Red River county, while the strong 
feeling apparent on every flushed face 
will sufficiently explain the matter. 

At the close of 1829, George Hopkins, 
one of the wealthiest planters and most 
§nfluential men in northern Texas, offered 
a gross insult to Mary Ellison, the young 
and beautiful wife of his chief overgger. 
The husband threatened to chastise him 
Yor the outrage; whereupon Hopkins load- 
ea his gun, went to Ellison’s house, and 
shot him in his own door. The murderer 
was arrested and bailed to answer the 
charge. The occurrence produced intense 
excitement, and Hopkins in order to turn 
the tide of popular opinion, or at least w 
mitigate the general wrath which was 4t 
frst violent against him, circulated re- 
ports infamously prejudicial to the char- 
ter of the woman who had suffered such 
eruel wrong at his hands. She brought 
“her suit for slander. And thus two cases, 
one criminal and the other civil, and 
both out of the same tragedy, were pend- 
ang in the April circuit court for 1840. 
The interest naturally felt by the com- 
munity as to the issue became far deeper 
when it was known that Ashley and Pike 
of’ Arkansas, and the celebrated Pren- 


tiss, of New Orleans, each with enorm- 
ous fees, had been retained by Hopkins 
for his defense. 

The trial for the indictment of murder 
ended on the 8th of April with the ac- 
quittal of Hopkins. Such a result might 
have been foreseen by comparing the 
talents of the counsel engaged on either 
ide. The Texas lawyers were utterly 
overwhelmed by the arguments and elo- 
quence of their opponents. It was a fight 
of a dwarf against giants. 

This slander suit was set for the 9th, 
and the throng of spectators grew in num- 
ber as well as excitement; and, what 
may seem strange, the current of public 
sentiment was decidedly for Hopkins. His 
money had procured pointed witnesses, 
who served most efficiently his powerful 
advocates. Indeed, so triumphant had 
been the success of the prevoius day that 
when the slander case was called Mary 
Ellison was left without attorney—they 
had all withdrawn. The pigmy pettifog- 
gers dared not brave against the sharp 
wit of Pike and the scathing thunder of 
Prentiss. 

“Have you no counsel?” inquired Judge 
Mills, looking kindly at the plaintiff. 

“No, sir, they have all deserted me and I 
am too poor to employ any more,’” re- 
plied the beautiful Mary, blushing even 
to tears. 

“In such a case will not a chivalrous 
member of the profession volunteer?’ 
asked the judge, glancing around the bar. 

The thirty lawyers were silent as death, 
Judge Mills repeated the question. 

“I will, your honor,” repeated a voice 
from the thickest part of the crowd situ- 
ated behind the bar. 

At the tones of that voice many started 
half from their seats: and perhaps there 
Was not a heart in that immense throng 
which did not beat something quicker—it 
was so unearthly sweet, clear, ringing 
and mournful. 

The first sensation, however, changed 
into general laughter when a tall, gaunt, 
spectral figure, that nobody present re- 
membered to have seen before, elbowed 
himself through the crowd and placed

himself within the bar. His appearance

The great Prentiss concluded for the 
defendant, with a glow of gorgeous words 
brilliant as a shower of falling stars, 
and with a burst of oratory that brought 
the house down in cheers, in which the 
sworn jury themselves joined, notwith- 
standing the stern ‘“‘Order!’’ of the bench, 
Thus wonderfully susceptible are _ the 
southwestern people to the charms of im- 
passioned eloquence.

‘COMMODITY MARKETS 


CENTER OF IN TEREST 


Bankers Not Lowering Loaning Basis for Cotton. 
Grain Becoming More Popular--Why New York 
City Bonds Went so Low. 


_ By Robert N. Burnett. 


BW YORK, January 23.—(Special.) 
N Stocks became eatrong late in the 
* week, based on a growing belief 
that there will be no eastern war, ‘but 
uncertainty still besets the situation. 
When it is said that it igs a time when the 
highest authorities differ on salient points 
in regard to the business situation, g@pec- 
ulation and the foreign outlook, the pre3- 
ent condition of public sentiment may 
well be imagined. Pending light on the 
Rusgo-Japanese problem the most inter- 
esting phase is the commodity markets. 
“Sell cotton and buy grain,” was the ad- 
vice a leading foreign banker gave to his 
friends, this being construed ag his opin- 
ion of the course of. commodities in the 
near future. Grain did go up a good 
deal after this utterance, but so did 
cotton, which reached a new high record 
for recent years, 

The behavior of cotton is puzzling peo- 
Ple-of high and low degree, and none 
more than the bankers, some of whom 
were predicting a material reaction and 
who, it was reported, have been reduc- 
ing the basis on which they would make 
loans on the staple. If it were true 
that the loaning basis has been reduced, 
it would be highly important, since it 
would indicate either distrust at the 
high level of cotton or a desire to shake 
out speculative interests. ‘With a view 
to getting at the facts, I conferred with 
an official of one of the Jargest banks 
in the city, which is credited with hav- 
ing loaned a good deal of money on cot- 
ton. This official replied in these woras: 


“We have not been lending more than 
9 cents a pound on eotton for some 
time and we have not advanced the basis 
which we had some weeks ago, 
when the price was considerably lower. 
We feel that if anyth should happen, 
which we cannot now foresea, a break 
of two or three cents could occur in a 
panic. I do not look for this, let me 
say, but we are not taking any chances. 
Do I think the statistical position jus- 
tifles present prices? Well, I would not 
want to be quoted as discussing this 
subject. Some good authorities take 
both sides.’’ 


The head of a banking firm which 
handles a large cotton business, said: 
“I believe some of the banks have low- 
ered the basis for loans, but. this ig mere 
discretion. Some of them want to dis- 
courage speculation at the high level. 
It looks to me ag if the Rockefeller in- 
terests want to use their banking con- 
Nectiongs to depress the staple. What 
their reason is you can judge for your- 
self.” 


The president of a bank which is pat- 
ronized by various cotton interests said 
that he knew of no discrimination 
against cotton in loans and if mofe mar- 
gin is being required by the banks, he 
was not aware of -it. He would not, 
however, deny it. Representatives of 
two firms that are active in cotton. de- 
nied there was any change in the loan- 
ing basis. One of them said: 


“I have seen no dfsposition 
criminate against cotton. Our bankers 
réquire nO more margin from us. ‘The 
report that a certain institution wil! 
not lend on a basis of over 9 cents ua 
pound for spot cotton seemé to me un- 
necessary prudence. Many banks, I am 
told, are lending on the basis of a valu- 
ation of 12 to 12% cents a pound—that 
is, 80 per cent of this value, thé brokers 
being compelled to keep a cash margin 
equa] to the remaining 20 per cent. On 
the basis of I2 cents the bank’s- lean 
would be 9.6 cents per pound. It is true 
that some of the brokers are. requiring 
greater margins from their customers, 
since cotton has begun to fluctuate so 
wildly from day to day. Where 40 to 50 
points had been a common rule, some 
are now. requiring 75 and even 100 points 
margin. This is mere business discre- 
tion. It does not indicate lack of con- 
fidence in the cotton position. Prob- 
ably some brokers have been telling their 
customers that the banks had cut down 
on loans, just to justify their own (the 
brokers’) action in demanding more mar- 
gin.” 
There are daily discussions as to what 
would happen to the commodity mar- 
kets in the case of war in the east, but 
most persons here think cotton would 
only temporarily break. New Yorkers, 
as a rule, think cotton will remain up 
for some little time, though of course 
subject to breaks, but there is a grow- 
ing timidity to trade in it because of the 


danger of wpheavals. 


Grain is coming more into popularity. 
Armour’s accumulation of May wheat 
is attracting a good deal of interest. In 
explanation of his bullish position on 
cereals, the foréign banker above quot- 
ed as advising the purchase of cereals 
and sale of cotton, said: “The outlook 
for foreign crops is not what we wvuuld 
like to see it. The acreage is likely to 
be smaller fhan last year, for one thing, 
and the possibilities of war are bound 
to Hft the price. But without war I 
think wheat will work higher on its 
merits. I look upon the commodity sit- 
uation purely as a spectator and do not 
speculate.”’ 

While much has been sald this week 
about the improving tone of the boni 
market, some bankers take exception to 
the reports of reviving activity, asserting 
that thus far the improvement has been 
manipulated by powerful interests, for 
the purpose of influencing sentiment. 
They saiq there had been little public 
demand, while the men who have been 
trying to stir up interest are those who 
are at the head of syndicates which have 
large amounts of unsold bonds on their 
hands, and for whose interest it is to 
make the market appear more activa. 
The savings bank demand for bonds has 
been relatively small, because many wage 
earners, on account of strikes and fre- 
duced compensation, have not been able 
to lay by much of a surplus.

That the $10,000,000 New York city 3%%s 
per cent bonds offered this week brought 
only 100.23, as compared with 101.05 at 
the last sale in November, was disappoint- 
ing, but it was partly due to numerous 
bonds that were being offered by other 
cities at the same time, and because the 
rate of interest offered by some of the 
other cities wag higher than that of New 
York.

Operaters Net Impressed with Stag. 
fering Showing of Increases. — 


SURPLUS WAS SATISFACTORY 


Brought About an Effective Rally in 
Stocks and the Market Closed 
Steady with No Important 
Losses on the 
Day. 


New York, January 23.—Today’s stock 
market was irregular, but the halting 
movement was not more marked than 
natural under the profit taking invited 
by the week's rise, and was sustained by 
several important points of *positivs 
strength. After the publication of the 
bank statement there was an effective 
rally and the market closed steady with 
no important losses on the day. The 
operators in the market seemed satisfied 
with the surplus reserve of the banks 
and were not impressed with the stag- 
gering showing of the increases in the 
various items, which broke all 
records in several instances, There is 
general agreement {hat the rapid loan 
expansion now in progress’ represents 
largely a apa of obligations from 
trust compani and outside banks to 
clearing house institutions which pay in- 
terest in deposits of other institutions. 
The statements of the New York trust 
companies, not yet complete for the six 
months ending December 31! last, show 
a deerease in deposit of $102,876,033 for 
thirty-five companieqd reporting, which 
represents a reduction in proportion of 
liability upon ‘bank reserves, as trust 


deposit at the banks. The suggestion is 
also made that the present heavy influx 
of funds from the interior to New York 
may be present in part operations by the 
treasury in the transfer of government 
Geposits from ‘4int@e@or depositories to 
New York to be drawn on in making Pan- 
ama canal payments. The item of gov- 
ernment deposits with the New York 
banks, however, reflects no such opera- 
tions, and it is said on good authority 
that interior depositors have not yet re- 
ceived notice of any call upon the gov- 
ernment deposits.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, January 23.—The New York 
Financier says: 

“The striking feature of 
statement of the New York 
banks last week were new high records 
for loans and deposits and holdings of 
specie in excess of the m&ximum last 
year, while legal tenders were within 
$712,900 of the highest in 1903 and sur- 
plus reserve only $1,908,100 below the 
maximum of that vear. The increase ‘in 
loans of $30,669,300 and in deposits of 
$45,034,700 last week were greater than 
in any week on record.- The gain in cash 
was $14,149,600, an amount closely cor- 
responding with the estimated increase 
of $13,316,800, which was based upon 
the traceable movements of money dur- 
ing the week. While the specie !ncreaso@ 
$13,528,800, the legal tenders were aug 
mented only $620,800. The deposiis 
were increased $45,034,700, and the re- 
quired. reserve was thereby raised $11,- 
258,675. Deducting this sum from the 
gain from the cash left $2,890,925 as the 
Increase in surplus reserve to $26,072,- 
675, or only $1,908,100 below the max'- 
mum of $27,980,775, which was recorded 
January 31, 1903. Computed upon tie 
basis of deposits, less those of $36,866,- 
300 public funds, the surplus is $35,298,- 
250. The statement showed a good bal. 
ance, the sum of the increase in loans and 
in cash being only $216,500 less than the 
Increase in deposits. The remarkably 
large gain In loans may be attributed to 
the efforts which banks made during last 
week to preSs for employment their ac- 
cumulations of balances and there were 
doubtless large loans on sterling collat- 
eral. The gain in cash was almost whoily 
due to the return of money from the in- 
terior and to the operations of the sub- 
treasury, which together contributed 
$11,423,900 to the decrease of $14,149,000 
cash. There did not appear to be any 
evidence of an important accumulation 
of public deposits in the banks at this 
center as the result of transfers of de- 
posits hither from interlor institations. 
One remarkable feature of the statement 
was the increase in the excess of depos- 
its over loans from $6,873,000 in the pre- 
vious week to $21,238,400. Another feat. 
ure was the decrease of $635,800 in circu- 
lation.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 23.—The stock and 
bond markets have broadened out and 
grown in volume in the course of the 
past week, rising to a degree of actiivty 
and appearance of strenbth not seen for 
many months past.

The Swallow street center of tonsorial 
culture, which is now, I believe, the 
greatest institution of the Kind in the 
world, was the outcome of an association 
that was formed in the hairdressing 
trade in London twenty-two years ago, 
with the sordid object of increasing hair- 
dressers’ wages: The organization soon 
discovered, however, that it was owing 
to their lack of skill that English hair- 
dressers were unable to compete with 
highly-trained French and German ex- 
perts, and consequently it was resolved 
to form a school where hairdressers 
could receive instruction in _ higher 
branches of their art. 

The idea caught on with the members 
of the association, with the result that 
there are now 500 students who pay a 
fee of 60 cents a month and receive in 
return a course of tuition in simple, 
fancy and historical hairdressing which 
extends over three years. Examinations 
and competitions are held half yearly, 
and successful students receive diplomas 
according to.their proficiency. As a re- 
sult, English hairdressers are now ad- 
mitted to be the best in the world. and 
London gets the fashion instead of Paris. 
The students range in age from !8 to 46, 
and the seriousness with which they re- 
gard their course of instruction is sur- 
prens until one learns that a hair- 

resser’s assistant even in a fashionable 
shop gets only $6 to $7 a week if un- 
provided with a first-class diploma from 
the “Academie de Coiffure,’ whereas a 
man who obtained such a testimonial 
of scholarship will earn anywhere from 


, $12.50 to $30, which is a lot of money 
for London, where wages are far lower 
than in the United States. 

The academy is open two nights a week 
and three haughty professors are usually 
in attendance, These personages are re- 
tained by the school, and at times are 
commissioned to visit Paris and Vienna 
to study the modes in hairdressing and 
return with the latest fashions, upon 
which they improve, as inspiration dic- 
tates. . 

Professor Montagu Parsons is, I am 
told, the world’s -~ authority On 
historical hair work. Professor I. Fos- 
ter excels fn dressing the hair to suit the 
contour of the face. He knows every 
modern style’ of hairdressing and lays 
great stress upon the importance of the 
coiffure being in harmony with the fea- 
tures and figure. Short, stout women, 
according to his doctrine, require differen} 
styles of hair arrangement from the fash- 
ion set for tal} ladies. Girls with chubby 
cheeks should be treated differently from 
their thin sisters, and so on through the 
various. types of feminine beauty. Pro- 
fessor Foster is, indeed, the champion 
hairdresser of the warld. Two years age 
he won the first prize and gold medal. 
He is also the winner of the silver shield 
presented annually by the corporation of 
Brighton for efficiency in hairdressing. 

Brighton, it may be menuoned—lest the 
prize be thought a queer one for a munic- 
ipality to hold forth—offers a silver shield 
for hairdressing on account of the anx- 
iety that exists among the members of 
the town counci} to make it the resort for 
the smart set in Pnglish society’ They 
want to make every grand dame feel 
that Brighton is in all respects the equal 
of London as far as its shops and re- 
sources of the toilet are concerned. 
Brighton today is the seaside adjunct of 
the West End. 

The first six months’ tuition at the

brushing, combing and plaiting the hatfr 
of wax models, The students are Kepg¢ at 
this until they arrive at a delicacy of 
touch which igs deemed by their professor 
to be worthy of practice on Hving mod- 
els. For this purpose twelve girls, who 
get $1.25 a sitting, with marvelous coif 
fures thrown in, are now retained by the 
acaderfie. 

The second class is instructed In ordi- 
Mary hair dressing, and when the mem- 
bers becoma proficient in every-day coif- 
fures they study in the historical section. 
They receive instruction in dressing hair 
in the styles of all ages, gand at least 
twelve months’ close study is necessary 
before proficiency is acquired. Those who 
reach this dizzy height of art find oceupa- 
tion in preparing ladies for fancy dress 
balls. and in dressing the hair of actress- 
es who prefer their own tresses to wigs. 
Lest it be supposed that thig post-grad- 
uate course is somewhat frivolous. [ beg 
you to consider the fact that a colffiire of 
the Louis Quatorge period takes from 
three to five hours while two hours is the 
average time it takes an e¢xpért hair 
dresser to copy an historical plate or pic- 
ture. 

And as for the honorarium—well, jadi 
of title who wish on great occasions {1 
appear dressed in the style of their an- 
cestresses sometimes have to pay the 
artist as much as $50 to mold their tres- 
ses in imitation of some old paintine on 
castle walls. fefy few actresses have 
their hair dressed for the stage purposes, 
but those who do are the hair dresers’ 
best customers—Edna May, for instance, 
Sarah Bernhardt used to have her own 
hair dressed whenever possible to cuit 
the character she was playing.

Swedenborg was born in 
Stockholm on the 29th of January, 1/1688. 
Bishop Swedenborg, his father, was cele- 
brated for his learning as well as for 
his piety and exemplary life. When the 
son Emanuel was only 4 years old he 
began to think much about God, salva- 
tion, and the spiritual ills of men. un1 
he would often utter things at which 
his father and mother wondered, saying 
that angels must be speaking through 
him. 

“His deep affection for spiritual things 
abided with him as his years advanced 
and he cultivated both a study of theology 
and a habit of discoursing about divine 
things with the clergymen who visited 
his father. During the following years 
the young man pursued scientific and 
Classical studies at the great University 
Of Upsala.

His contributions to the **tera- 
ture of science and philosophy written 
between his twentieth and fiftieth year 
comprise a great many separate treatises, 
among the more important being works 
on astronomy, mathematics, chemistry, 
minerals, fire, geology, mining, finance, 
the magnet, metallurgy, principia, treat- 
Ing of thw creation of nature, a large 
work on iron and copper, another on the 
infinite, then the economy of the animal 
kingdom, the brain, the soul, the senses, 
on generation, the animal kingdom, and 
the of his phitosophical writings, 
The Worship and Love of God, printed!

According t? & summary of the foreign 
missions of the American board, made 
public recently, there are more church 
members by nearly nine hundred in the 
Amertcan board's Chinese missions than 
before the boxer atrocities, while the na- 
tive laborers have increased nearly three- 
fol@é. This increase is as impressive & 
fact as any in missionary history, and 
should go far to allay the fears of those 
who see in recent events in China only 
reaction and the menace of another boxer 
outbreak. Christian work in China suf- 
fered a notable loss in the deathy on 
December 7, of the Rt. Rev. James Addi- 
son Ingle, Protestant Episcopal bishop of 
Hankau. ‘When in the sentor class of the 
Virginia Theological seminary, the future 
bishop volunteered for China, and.was as- 
signed almost immediately to HMankau, 
where all his missionary service has been 
rendered. When the general convention 
in 1901 erected the missionary district of 
iHTankau into a diocese, it was natural 
that its first bishop should De one 80 
well known by his commané of the 1lan- 
guage, his sympethy with the natives and 
by his ability as an administrator.

police upon Mr. Davis, American consul 
at Alexandretta. The note was followed 
by an order placing a war ahip at the 
disposal of ‘Consul Davis to convey him 
from Beirut, where he now is, back to 
Abexandretta, where, according to latest 
accounts, he ‘‘praperly resisted the as- 
sault upon him by the Turkish police.” 
Whatever may be his sentiments toward 
America, the sultan has promptly taken 
cogmizance of a display of force—as he 
always does. He has ordered the gove 
error of Alexandretta to call on Mr. 
(Davis immediately ‘upon the ‘Iatter’s 
arrival and offer to him a complete 
apology, also promising the proper pun- 
ishments.

No more pathetic appeal was ever made 
than by the suffering peoples of Mace- 
donia. Twenty-five thousand of them 
have crossed the border into Bulgaria, 
but several times that number, we are 
told, remain in Macedonia, homeless, 
their herds and crops destroyed. perish- 
ing of cold and starvation. A thousand 
dollars a day, it is said, are required to 
relieve the most pressing wants (for 
some months to come. Rev. M. N. Pop- 
off and Rev. D. N. Turnajieff, honored 
pastors of Macedonia, have come to this 
country, and have organized a strong 
committee, of which the Hon. Seth Low, 
Pishop Potter, Dr. Parkhurst, Dr. Bur- 
rell and Dr. MacArthur are members.

The recent fire in the papal palace has 
brought up the fact that the Italian g0V- 
ernment claims the vaflean with all its 
priceless antiquities and works of art 
as national property. The ‘government 
condemns the want of 2npliances for put- 
ting out a conflagration and takes occa- 
sion to point out that the pope fs not 
much more in the eyes of the national 
authorities than a tenant and custodian 
of his palace, which is Italy's “‘great pat- 
rimony of art and history."’ And intima- 
tion Is given that, unless better safe- 
guards against fire are provided. the 
state will have to see to it. The Italian 
government has acted repeatedly with a 
good deal of reckless freedom in confiscat- 
ing monasteries and other church prop- 
erties and converting them into museums 
and educational institutions, and there 
appears to be no legal restraint in ths 
way of its treating the vatican and pos- 
sibly even St. Peters in the same way. 
But all it asks now is that the papal 
government shall take proper precautions 
against the loss of its great treasures.

This book 
appears from the press of Robert Grier 
Cooke. Chinese tales predominate there- 
in, but there are also stories from other 
lands, and so well has Miss Mathews 
reflected in them the life and spirit of 
these various countries that the reader 
May well imagine himself seated on the 
magic carpet of the Arabian Nights, be- 
ing transported in a most delightful way 
from place to place without further ef- 
fort on his part. There is much charm 
and pathos about the diminutive ladies 
who figure in the .Chinese stories, with 
their longings for ‘western civilization 
and Jarger feet.’’ The title story has been 
translated into the Spanish and Portu- 
suese languages, and into the Norwegian, 
by Professor Brachmann, appearing se- 
rially in the “‘Verdaus Tag,” of Chris- 
tlania, where it had aie great success.

Poe and His Per: 
sonality 


N an article in the current Arena, Dr. 
| wutiam Lee Howard, of Baltimore, 

discusses “Edgar Allen Poe and his 
misunderstood personality.”’ First quoting 
Poe as saying: “But I am eonstitutionafly 
sensitive—nervous in an unusual degree. 
f became insane, with long intervals of 
horrible sanity. During these fits of ab- 
solute unconsciousness [ drank—God 
only knows how often or how much. As 
a matter of course, my enemies referred 
the insanity to the drink rather than the 
drink to the insanity.’’ Dr. Howard then 
proceeds to argue as follows: 

This is the first accurate statement we 
have of the definition of the disease ‘dip- 
somania as distinguished from the vicious 
habit of drunkenness. It was a piteous 
Statement of a fact recognized by the 
sufferer, but a scientific discovery, the 
great value of which the unfortunate poet 
was unconscious, The germs of this med- 
ical discovery, however, fell upon ster- 
ile soll, and it remained for the present 
generation of scientists to take away the 
stignia of drunkenness too long attached 
to the memory of Edgar Allen Poe. 

The poet was not a man addicted to the 
habit of intoxication, but belonged to that 
class of psychopaths too long blamed and 
accused of vicious habits that are really 
the unfortunate symtoms of disease--a 
disease now recognized by neurologists as 
a psychic epilepsy, and no more under 
self-control than is the epileptic attack 
so familiar to us all, lt is necessary here 
to explain in general terms the distinction 
between drunkenness and inébrity as 
vices or stigmata of degeneration and 
psychic explosions that are demonstrated 
by an uncontrollable mania to consume 
unknown quantities of alcohol or other 
narcotics, and now well recognized under 
the name dipsomania. 

There are individuals born of unstable 
nervous organization; unfortunate per- 
sons who struggle throughout their lives 
with all the outward appearances of a 
well-adjusted prysiologic machine, yet 
who are silent sufferers of intense psychic 
disturbances. There symptoms of an un- 
balanced organization take various ob- 
‘jective forms, Such are seen in the 
startling precociousness of a genius; the 
meteoric career of a writer whu dies be- 
fore he reaches the age of full manhood 
in the normal person; the bizarre and 
morbid paintings of a youth who suc- 
cumbs ere adolescence has departed, and 
in the mun so poisoned by products of 
his own body that the higher brain cen- 
ters are submerged, and the nerve cells 
ery, shriek for alchonol as though the 
fiend of ancestral impulse knew the will 
was temporarily destroyed and hence en- 
tered to wallow in its riotus delirium 
It was to this latter class of unfcrtunates 
that Poe belongd, and in his words, poetic 
prayers, phantasies the neurologist can 
see the suffering and recognize the feel- 
ing of hopelessness ever present in the 
un-justly accused. 

These dipsomanica] attacks are symp- 
toms of .d.sorganized brain ceils ‘These 
cells become poisoned at irregular inter- 
vals by the by-products of the physiolog- 
ic system which are retained in the body 
through a lack of perfect functioning of 
the nerve ce!is—faulty metabolism. These 
toxic materials are accumulative, and 
when they have reached a certain poten- 
cy overpower the will, judgment and self; 
the real ego is for the time being sup- 
pressed, and we have a temporary in- 
sanity, its principal symptoms being an 
imperative, uncontrolling demand for nar- 
cotics in any form. Each attack natur- 
ally diminishes the resisting power of the 
brain celis and augments t..e wasis cause, 
and the result is an increase of frequency 
in the attacks until the somatic end. 

It is such parentage as Poe had that 
gives to the world many of its geniuses 
and dipsomaniacs, and nature, ever 
watchful of her duties, secs that the re- 
production goes no further. The poet 
had for his grandmother an actress; both 
his pafents followed the uncertain pro- 
fession of the stage at a period when to 
get a living meant a ruinous draw on all 
the mental and physical attributes.” Dr. 
Howard's article shows an_ intimate 
knowledge of Poe and his personality. 
He treats the subject in a clinical man- 
ner, first laying a foundation by didactic 
method, then exhibiting the case through 
Poe's personal letters and his published 
works.

The February number of The Smart 
Set opens with a striking novelette, ‘‘The 
Wanderers,’’ by Gertrude Lynch—a story 
with a wholly new theme, 4s strong 4s 
it is interesting.

Following this comes a delightful short 
Story, which strikes a new Vein,

L. Pendered, is a unique and thoroughly 
satisfying tale, with an underlying thread 
of psychological interest. In “An Im- 
possibility,"’ Frank Saville has written 
a strong story of adventure, while Julian 
Hawthorne contributes a powerful study 
of the occult in “The Ghost of the Olid 
Adam,” the Seumas MacManus’ “Lost by 
a Nose,” is a humorous a piece of fiction 
as its author has ever written. Besides 
these there are charming stories by such 
well-known writers as J. J. Bell, Her- 
bert D. Ward, Virginia Woodward Cloud, 
James Branch Cabell, Charles M. Skinner 
and Kate Masterson. Richard Le Gal- 
lienne, that writer of beautiful 
contributes one of his best essays, which 
he has called ‘‘Dear Dead Women,” and 
Andrew Sardou, a son of Victorien Sar- 
dou, is represented by a play in the orig- 
inal French, “L’Instinct.’’ 


It often happens that some peculiar 
historical incident is described or intro- 
duced in several different books publish- 
ed during a given season. This winter 
there seems to be a run on the cap- 
ture of the forts at Vincennes on the 
Wabash by George Rogers Clark, which 
won the whole northwest for us during 
the revolutionary war. First came Miss 
Caroline Brown’s novel, “On the We-a- 
Trail,” much of the action of which 
takes place in those forts; then Dr. W. 
F. Johnson's “A Century of Expan- 
sion,”’ in which the fall of those forts is 
carefully described; and the third and 
most important will be Mr. Winston 
Churchill's new novel, ‘“‘The Crossing,’ 
of which a considerable portion of the 
first book will deal with Clark’s winning 
of the northwest.

The recent death of General James 
Longstreet has recalled sharply the fa- 
mous controversy which concerned Gen- 
eral Longstreet’s military actions and 
his subsequent attitude with regard to 
the union. It was only the other day 
that the book of another famous south- 
ern confederate general aroused fresh 
discussion by partisans on every side. 
And not a few readers, as a result, turn- 
ed to the pages of General Longstreet’s 
own narrative, ‘‘From Manassas to Ap- 
pomattox,”’ in which he reviews the 
campaign in which he was a participant. 
The volume, long ago recognized as one 
of the most striking as well as authori- 
tative of books relating to the civil war, 
has .been in continued demand since its 
first publication, and its publishers within 
six months have added another to the 
numerous editions called for. This new 
edition of General Longstreet was thor- 
oughly revised a short time before he was 
taken ill and it contains his last words 
on the subject. 


Nothing else that could have happened 
would have called attention to the beauty 
of Mr. Zangwill’s story, ‘“‘Merely Mary 
Ann,” as its dramatization has donc. 
This is one of the novelettes in Zang- 
will’s latest book, ‘“‘The Grey Wig,” 
where its exquisiteness and delightful, 
kindly realism were lost sight of. The

More 
are published every year than ever be- 
fore. Mrs. Machen's painstaking volume 
tracing all the references to ‘The Bible 
in Browning’ and the influence of the 
Mld Testament on the poet's attitude 
towaral life came out at about the same 
time as the new edition of “Pippa 
Passes,’ and these are hardly off the 
the press before a new biography of 
Browning is announced. Fresh anec- 
dotes of Browning come to light every 
day. He is more read now than ever 
before. At first only the cultivated 
knew his work; like all great writers, he 
is becoming known to an increasingly 
large number of readers every year. 
Although Guy Carleton Lee, in the pre- 
face to his “‘True History of the Civil 
War,” modestly disclaims any _ special 
claim to the use of the word “True, 
hts work on the great struggle is, never- 
the less, perhaps the most impartial ac- 
count of the war that has yet been writ- 
ten. Proof of this is found in the criti- 
cisms that have appeared of the work. 
Northern reviewers try to find in Doctor 
Lee a apecial pleader for the south; 
while southern critics on the other hand 
charge him with a leaning toward the 
northern side of the controversy.

REENB county, in middle Georgia, 
distinguished as the native heath 
of some of the most famous men of 
Emapire State of the South, is one of 
several] sections of the state rapidly 
developing an internal condition that will 
breed an enduring prosperity and have the 
effect also to stimulate other cammunities 
in a like direction for the general and 
Nasting building up of the whole country. 
Within less than ten years, in the vicinity 
of Greenesboro, the county seat, and qne 
of the most substantial and prosperous 
Smail towne in Georgia, there have been 
established six creameries, three of which 


,OWn ore hundred or more head of Jersey 
Cows, two large stock farms possessing 
several . indred head of the different 
breed of hogs, successfuly raised in the 
80Uth and one cotton-mill, as well as 4 
chair factory and knitting mill. The num- 
ber of gallons of milk produced in the 
county in 1903 was about 1,000,000, and | 
6,000 pounds of butter. The aggregate 
value of a!l property of the entire coun- 
ty is fully $2,000,000. 


Gray and Red Soils. : 

The soils, gray and red cley, underlaid 
by a solid foundation, are alike fertile 
nhd easily tilied, the cost of production 
comparins favorably with the most favor- 
Pd sections of the south. The woods grow 
principaliy oak and hickory, the lowlands 
abounding in maple, popter and ash; all of 
which, with the development of Wwood- 
working establishments, is being most 
profitably used in the manufacture of fur- 
niture and ornamental articles. 

There are 50,000 acres in. the county 
in cotton, with an average of about 600 
pounds seed cotton to the acre; 25,000 
acres in corn, producing no less than 
500,000 bushels; 8,000 fg wheat, with an 
average of 10 bushels @ the acre; 5,000 
fn oats, average 25 bushels; 500 in Irish 
potatoes, average 75 bu®hels, and 1,000 
in sweet potatoes, with an average of 50 
bushels the acre. Rye, fleld peas, sor- 
ghum and melons can be grown in great 
fbundance. The various gtasses do well, 
but little more than enough for home 
consumption is raised, chief attention be- 
{ng given other products that experience 
demonstrates to be more profitable. Only 
about 1,000,000 pounds of hay was raised 
in the county in 1908. 

There are a half hundred or more mar- 
ket gardens in the county, that, besides 
pupplying the home demand for vegeta- 
bles, berries, fruits and melons, make con- 
giderable shipments to Augusta and At- 
Janta, the two great markets of the state 
midway between which the county lies. 


Fine Water Power. 

Probably no county in the state has 
finer natural water powers than Greene 
the falls of the Oconee being unsurpassed 
for their extent and number. Combined 
With the chapness with which their 
power may be harnessed when déveloped, 
and the desirableness of the locality for 
location of cotton mills, it is doubtful 
i’? any section of the union Offers capi- 
talists greater induceménts, and certain- 
ly none possesses a more agreeable or sa- 
lubrious climate throughout the year.

THE PRIZE WINNERS. 

The First Prize goes to Mrs. Ellen Dora Beal, of Ashburn, Ga. We have been fortunate to secure 
a fairly good likeness of Mrs. Beal, which we present herewith. - She is the wife of Judge L. K. Beal, 
of Worth county, Justice of the Peace for 1145th district, G. M., who is well and favorably known 
throughout his locality. Besides receiving the $3,000.00 for making the exact estimate, Mrs. Beal re- 
ceives also $200.00 for making the nearest estimate for the period of the contest covered by the month 
of December. 

There are five prizes of $200.00 each offered for the different sections of the contest, as was thor- 
oughly advertised during its progress. The prize for the First Section, $200.00, goes to Mr. Robert 
Henry, of Brewton, Ala., who also takes one-half of the Third $50.00 Prize. His estimate was filed 
on August 25th and at that date he made his splendid figures, within twelve bales of the exact limit. 
The prize for the Second Section was filed by Mr. E. O. Dobbs, on September 27th. He is within 281 
bales of the exact figures and receives in addition to his Section Prize one-half of the 89th Five Dollar 
Prize. Mr. Dobbs is the publisher of The Southern World, of Blue Ridge, Ga 

The prize for the Third Section was peculiar. During the month of October no one filed an esti- 
mate within the Timit of 1,000 bales each way from the exact figure that was considered would cover 
the prize money. The nearest figure we are able to find on our record was filed by Mr. H. J. Cross, 
the publisher of The Tribune, of Georgetown, Ga., in October. This estimate was 5,589,620. Although 
it is removed from the exact figure over 1,250, still, being the nearest for the period, the prize of $200 
is awarded for it. 

The November Section prize is awarded to Mr. J. T. Bell, Magnolia, Ala., for his estimate, 
5,588,086, filed with us November 3oth, was 281 bales removed from the exact figure. It is quite a co- 
incidence that Mr. Dobbs in September, and Mr. Bell in November, should strike exactly the same dis- 
tance apart on opposite sides of the exact number, and both so share the 89th $5.00 prize. The De- 
cember Section prize was awarded to Mrs. Ellen D. Beal, as was stated above. These section prizes 
are thus fully explained because they were offered to give $200.00 to the best estimate received during 
each period in addition to whatever other prize it might take or if it take no other prize at all. 

The Second Prize of the contest has been awarded to Mr. R. H. Sonntag, Denmark, S. C. His 
estimate is within one bale of the exact figure. It was filed with a club of five Sunny South subscrip- 
tions. This is the second prize of $1,500 that The Constitution has sent to South Carolina for esti- 
mates filed with Sunny South subscriptions. The other was about one year and a half ago, sent to Mr. 
A. W. Hudgins, of Easley, S. C. 

In a number of the prizes there have been parties who tied. These prizes have necessarily been 
divided equally among the contestants who fell in the same notch or the same distance from the 
central correct figure. These ran from two to ten contestants, according to the estimates submitted. 
One of the most notable cases of bunched estimates during the contest was where Mr. Z. I. Fitzpat- 
rick, of Pidcock, Ga., sent his figures. His thirteen estimates were from 5,588,294 to 5.588,306, inclu- 
sive, and every one of them takes a prize. Suppose he had hit aon about 367 with his Gatling gun! 
Would it not have swept the deck of prizes? 


THE CONSOLATION PRIZES. 

In this contest there are two offers of $1,000 each. The first $1,000 was to be equally distributed 
among those estimates not taking: any of the 190 set prizes, but yet coming within 500 bales either 
way from the exact figure. To arrive at this prize all estimates that were within 500 bales either way 
were listed together and from this list the prize estimates receiving awards for the set prizes were 
stricken. We find there were remaining 186 estimates, each of which will accordingly receive $5.37 
to make up the $1,000 distribution. It is not often the case that a consolation prize is worth more 
than one of the regular prizes. This is a consolation that consoles and perhaps many are glad to find 
themselves in the list of “also ran.”
